It has been months since I have had a chance to visit with you, but we’ve been busy 
during these months and have recently closed a very good summer program. All of 
the Institutes went off in good shape. We had 1300 people in attendance five days 
or more, another 915 in attendance part time, and an additional 6,382 attended one 
or more evening lecturei. Teachers comprised the largest single occupational group, 
numbering 615. Ministers and students ranked very high in the list also* The Stu¬ 
dent Peace Service program was quite successful also. There were 199 volunteers 
in the work this summer including those sent to Mexico. Of this number, 77 were men 
and 122 women. 

We are now busy on our winter program, and it's in this connection that I write you. 
Tom Hunt, Pield Secretary for the AFSC and Director of the Kansas Institute of Inter¬ 
national Relations at Wichita, Is using a number of speakers on lecture tours in his 
area this winter. Grace Lowry has just been with him. Haridas Muzumdar is to take 
part soon. He would like very much to have you seriously consider spending two 
weeks with him in the Kansas area some time in February or March, 

Tom is going to write you directly about this, but I wanted to introduce the subject 
and I hope very much you and Tom will be able to work out plans together for your 
participation in our program this winter. As you would expect, our work is more dif¬ 
ficult in some ways, but we haven't lost courage in any sense of the word and we in¬ 
tend to carry on a vital and worth while program just as long as we can. I trust 
that will be through the war period. 

It's almost noon. Ray, Guy and I are going out to luncheon together to talk about 
the budget. Wish you could join us*

My Dear Kirby Page:- 

Just now I read with much pleasure the announcement in our local paper 
that you are to speak in Los Gatos on Sunday,the 15th. Many times I have 
thought of you since the Sunday afternoon when I heard your address in San 
Jose,on the theme on which you are going to speak here. You gave me at that 
time most kindly mention,which I sincerely appreciate. It was with regret 
I had to go out before you were done,but’Mr.Bodley the Methodist minister, 
told me of the words with which you followed me. I have wondered often how 
your ministry was going on. 

However I am writing you because of a very interesting thing which 
happened to me at the point where you confessed your perplexity over the 
scripture passage,Luke XI,1-13,especially the parable section. I had felt 
like perplexity for many years. But you Jolted my mind into action,and in¬ 
stantly the passage opened to me in a way which I have wanted to write you, 
but have allowed my correspondence limitations to hinder. 

I had come to see what in itself has been a revelation to me. Jesus 
is best understood when he is naturally viewed,not as a religious scholas¬ 
tic. His reference to the Hebrew scriptures,the Bible of his day,are nothing 
like as numerous as his references to nature,and everyday life. When he would 
define what he meant by saying 1 *that ye may be the children of your Father 
which is in heaven,he not only used the human relation,"father M to describe 
God,but he said,"for he maketh the sun to* rise upon the evil and upon the 
good,and sendeth rain upon the Just and the unjust." In other words he swept 
the whole concept of special privilege away,and made God as impartial as is 
the natural world which He created. 

Now read that parable in the 13 th of Luke in the light of this attitude 
of Jesus and what does it say,to paraphrase it freely,but something like

this; "When you want somethins at the hands of Nature,or life,how do you so 
after it? You don t just ask for it. You go after it. and stick by it till 
you get it. Importunity? Ies,has not that "been the law of all invention and 
discovery? How'did Columbus get a chance to fulfil his dream? Bernard Palissy, 
the potter of France,Charles Goodyear,who gave us the rubber process,Thomas 
Edison,and all the nameless"of whom the world was not worthy," who have sought 
something from heaven out of a flaming desiiie in their own heart,and have 
been importunate even unto death even when-they did not get it themselves but 
passed on the flame of consuming desire to others. It is one of the greatest 
&nd "boldest of ell the utterances of Jesus# * 


Let me just add this line. For three years and half I have been concentra¬ 
ting on the discovery of Jesus. I have given myself over and over again to 
the question, Why did the early Christian church ignore the thirty years which 
Jesus lived in Nazareth? Why did they hardly less ignore,in the church letters, 
even his ministry,fragmentary as the gospel records are as to natural and 


everyday particulars there? Why did they resort,even those who gave us the 
fragments of his biography,to the Old Testament picture of the Messiah,as 
they read that picture into all manner of ancient scripture never intended to 
be looked at so,instead of talking with those who knew him,the Boswells who 
had walked with him,talked with him,eaten with him,through the years? Was it 
that they feared to face the whole measure of his incarnation of the Father 
in terms open to us all?Read his "agenda," as given to the people of Nazareth, 
Luke IV,18,19. Greater work than you have ever done yet you have yet to do, 
Kirby Page* My love to you*

I regret that my answer to your good letter of Sept.26 
has been delayed so long. I deeply appreciate your willing¬ 
ness to come to Reedley and hopefully started out to make ar¬ 
rangements • 

The matter was presented to the Ministerial Union at first. 

Most of the men were heartily in favor of inviting you. A min¬ 
ority,however, objected very strongly on theological grounds 
which were couched in general terms. 

Our own Church board was rather hesitant,especially in view 
of the reaction of the minority. 

The schools expressed a willingness to invite you for a meet¬ 
ing, provided some other organization brought you here. 

There you have the vicious circle. I expressed my willingness 
to invite you personally and have-you meet friends. There would 
be a number of them,I am sure. If I were sure of being here at 
that time,I would still suggest that arrangement to you for your 
acceptance or rejection. However,my condition,due to the dust and 
the pollens of this dead end valley has become so much worse dur¬ 
ing the last few weeks that I notified my board last Monday even¬ 
ing that I might have to leave any day until the frosts had killed 
the pollens. That was not until November 5th last year. At that 
time my cough had taken on such proportions that I could be of 
little help to any one. 

You understand my predicament in this matter. I regret that 
intolerance is still so prevalent. My plea was that your influ¬ 
ence might help us overcome our situation here. Perhaps I was 
too poor a pleader. I am sorry. 

Thanks again for your willingness to come. If I am hereabouts, 
I shall try to see you at Fresno again.

TRUTH MARCHES ON! 

“. . . seeing we are compassed about with so great a cloud of witnesses, lay aside 
every weight, and, the sin which doth- so easily beset us, and let us run with patience 
the race that is set before us, looking unto Jesus the author and the perfector of our 
faith, who for the joy that was set before him endured the cross, 

a despising shame, and hath set down at the right hand of the throne 
of God. For consider Him that hath endured such gainsaying of 
sinners against himself, that we wax not weary, fainting in your 
souls."

“ij W&.are .certain our faith rests on the sure foundation of reality,” Lansbury would 
must be content to understand that the failure of others to accept it in no 
way destroys its truth." These are words of a seer. He had the ability to see the 
invisible. He dared not “wax weary" and “fainting give up,” to the ones who could 
see or understand his appeal. 

It is an undebatable fact that the men whose lives ebbed away behind the cruel 
silefice of the walls of the Spanish Inquisition, were the men that Spain needed the 
most. The uncounted patriots whose chains clanked on the march to Siberian exile 
have not yet freed Russia. These men of conviction died, willing to endure hardship 
that their fellowmen might come to the light.

When we do not like a motion picture which we believe to be contrary to the build¬ 
ing of good character we work together to place it under a ban. Some years ago the 
Catholic Church led the way in securing thousands of signatures demanding the movie 
business to clean house. 

Today there are many fine people who refuse to patronize a store that handles hard 
liquors. They firmly believe that here is an “enemy" that strikes even the strong of 
body. The Church still leads the way in asking for such a boycott. It is an appeal to 
boycott evil. 

In our democracy no one would dare to propose that you refrain from denouncing 
evil, speaking out boldly in the name of truth. Suppose an employer sold materials 
in violation of the Pure Food and Drug Act, or hired and abused child labor, or de¬ 
manded labor without a just wage or decent environment in which to work, wouldn't 
the best within you rise and denounce such evil and appeal for justice? 

The boycott of scrap iron shipments, of degrading movies, of the sale of liquors, or 
of declaring evil as evil, by speech, are all taboo and impossible by law should proposi¬ 
tion No. 1 win at the election. Your minister has no apology for asking every voter, 
in the name of Christ, to go to the polls and vote NO!

Just as we got cm the outskirts of Weirton V.Q were stopped by the 
local police and ;ut under arrest for about 3 hours.

While we were on the in¬ 
side of police station, it is our belief , some ''hot pro-war" brother 
s tuck a. knife in two of our tires, jerked off our radio aerial, and 
look my hailing list book, lhi;:| had ac-droases of all my friends over 
the b, S,, so bo on the look-out for an P.B.I, representative anytime. 
Don’t be frightened by a visit from one of these fellows, I have al¬ 
ways found them high caliber gent! omen to talk with. 

It was our plan to drive on to Marietta, Ohio an cl spend the night with 
the boys at C.P.S, camp, but after leaving Wheeling, W.Va., at 0 P.M., 
the fo became so tense we could hardly see to drive.

The arrangement was finally made with an elderly gentleman who runs a 
tourist home. The soldier boy, even after all this experiment, de¬ 
cided bo try to cabch other rides during the night as lie had to be 
J.n Louis :u nc; a-1 thin the n ex t k4 hours, . 'Abb and I occupied the room 
and. paid the- ; ;ontlemab vl.00 for this 'courtesy. He and his wife were 
lovely to us hid v/e la.d breekfas b faith his wife the next morning. 

On trie next day’, (tri. die loth., Abe avid I visited the C.P.C. camp 
at myriotba, haul a; lunch with the boys and I then spoke to them for 
awhile. I have always* found those c.-mips s ich a wonderful place to 
visit and only wish 1 had the ogmh'fflj by of vislti.bg all 56 camps 
in America.

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tPie night parked along the leant: of the beautiful Ohio River, and it, 
v/as pleasant for us to all share breakfast together, I was the chief * 
cook, and we had breakfast bacon, eggs, coffee, and bread, 

Abe and I arrived; at Rev. Jeter Hensley's about 10 P.M. Sat, Oct.17th,', 
and after a most pleasant week-end with Bro. Hensley and family we left 
early Mon. morning for Atlanta.#. Wo stopped in Asheville where I had 
hoped to confer with D.A, about' whether 1 was to be prosecuted Nov, 9th, 
I did not find either The’ron Caudle, D.A, or Worth McKenney, Asst. D.A. 
in Asheville1 loft word for them to please write me definitely as 
to whether I vsys to be prosecuted, so as I could make my plans accord¬ 
ingly. Wo ai-nfoc’ at home after a most pie as ant drive thru the mount¬ 
ains of N. G. and North Georgia. 

For the next three weeks Abe and I were busy here in Atlanta. We had 
many unique experiences trying to witness for the cause of peace and 
frying to earn a few dollars. Abe got a job distributing advertising 
matter for a large distributing concern, but the salary was only 50 eta., 
per hour. I was a little more fortunate, however my work was not as, 
steady as his, 1 worked at my painting trade off and on for the next 
three- weeks. Abe was able, to earn enough to furnish his wardrobe for 
C.P.C, camp and I saw him off the night of Nov. 5th, 

It might bo of interest to mention about the 'hot* reception Abe and 
I received from the President of my old Alma Mater, Emory University, 

We wont out to a little F.O.R. group meeting one Tire. evening and I 
was informed that the president had left a message I was forbidden on 
the campus. We were courteously treated by members of the group, but 
not to embarrass or jeopodize the possibilities of group continuing 
their meetings wo did not stay for mooting. After most serious med¬ 
itation over Siiis situation I felt led to deliver the following letter 
to the president in person. 

My c i e ar Br o, bib.i te : - 

Everyone of us agree that we should make our contribution 
toward making this a world- of Love, Justice, Freedom,and 
Brotherhood. While millions of the youth of the world, 
backed by mil]ions of adults, THINK the method of killing 
or War to be consistent with this ideal,- I pray for 
courage to follow the method Hi KNOW to bo consistant with 
tills ideal. 

As I haV« tried to say for years thru the medium of this 
World Peace Car- there are only two ways — Christ's Way..-, 
which is practicing Love, Justice), Freedom, and Brother¬ 
hood toward all people of the world and Satan’s Way-, 
which Is practicing! killing, hatred, and lying toward^ 
other people of the world.

LIVIN G PFAYEPFULLY , by Eirby Page. 1941. Farrar & Plnehart, Inc., 232 Madison 
Ave., New York, N. Y. 523 pages. Price, $2.00. 

In its striving for efficiency, the modern age has specialized on 

concentrates-vitamins, foods, book digests, magazine digests, a flood 

of brief devotional and prayer books. "Living Prayerfully" is not a 
concentrate. It Is not something you can swallow at a sip and have enough 
concentrated spiritual power for the whole day. Each of its one hundred daily 
devotional readings covers four pages, regular book size and large readable 
print. It is more than that. The author believes that spiritual stimuli 
are needed to enable one to practice the presence of God and to follow Jesus 1 
way of life. These stimuli may be classified under the headings Awe and 
Adoration, Praise and Thanksgiving, Contrition and Confession, Aspiration 
and Commitment, Petition and Intercession, Communion and Fellowship, and Social 
Action. Each is used in its turn. 

The character of the content is stimulating. Kirby Page is a Christ¬ 
ian Socialist, He has used material, therefore, that is intended to bring 
the practice of the presence of God and Jesus 1 way of life into the social 
order. Introduced by a hundred pages of discussion of totaliarianism in 
first century of Jesus 1 way of winning freedom, .and of the stimuli for proper 
living, the devotions themselves (the stimuli) are quotations from ancient 
and modern writers of the world, both in prose and poetry, all of which are 
listed by author and by title in the index. 

Estimate: Whether you agree with every particular view or not. It 
is a most stimulating and helpful volume. 

ANHQ DOMINI-JESUS, HI ST CRY, /LTD GOD , by Kenneth Scott La t curette. 1940. 

Harper and Brother s7 49 East 33rd’’street. New York, N. Y. 248 pages. Indexed. 
Price, $2.p0. 

"Anno Domini 1 * Is written by the D. Willis James Professor of Missions 
and Oriental History in Yale University. While covering the period of Christ¬ 
ian history, it is not a. history. It is an examination of the Influence of 
Jesus on the quality of life In the twenty centuries since his death. Much of 
the material was Included in the Powell Lectures in Toronto, 1938, and the 
Lowell Lectures in Boston, 1939. Recognition is given other Influences, such as 
those brought In from other religions. The author does not lose his way, however, 
makes a real contribution to us by presenting these specific results of 
-6 influence of Jesus on the quality of 'life wherever the Christian message 
s gone. In his survey of Asia we find, "It is Interesting and significant 
-at in the generation now about to pass off the scene the two outstanding

leaders, Mahatma Gandhi and Rabindranath Tagore, are both in part the product 
of Jesus." 

WEST POINT, MOULDER OF MSN , by Major William H. Baumer, Jr. 1942. D. 
Appleton-Century Co., 35 West 32nd Street, New York, New York. 264 pages. 
Indexed. Illustrated. Price $3.00. 

What goes into the training of most of the officers of the Regular 
Army is of particular interest at the present time. Major Baumer has given 
us an intimate picture in a most readable book. Following a historical sketch 
is a discussion of the faculty, cadet allowances, and the buildings. The 
remainder of the book is given to a presentation of information regarding 
preparation for West Point, new cadet training and cadet life, educational 
procedure and technique, the emphasis on character, and the nation's invest¬ 
ment at the Academy. Numerous incidents in cadet life greatly add to its 
Interest. Included In the more than twenty illustrations is a picture of tho 
beautiful chapel. 

THE COKESBU R Y MARRIAGE MANUAL , edited by William H. Leach. 1939* Abingdon- 
Cokesbury Press, Nashviile, Tennessee. 159 pages. Price, $1.00. 

Some ministers present tho bride with a booklet containing a marriage 
certificate and the ceremony used. Others use a prescribed ceremony; still 
others make their own.

The Cokes "bury Marriage Manual contains the marriage service of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church, tho service used by the United Lutheran Church 
in America, the one adopted in 1939 hy the Methodist Church, that used by tho 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, that of the Presbyterian Church in the U. 

S. A., and services in use hy Eev. Warren E. Jackson (Baptist), Eev. Carl H. 

(Fresbyterian), and Eev. Frank Nelson, minister of Community Fresby- 
terian Church, Lakewood, Ohio. 

Xn addition are discussions on the use of the ring in the marriage 
service,'a silver anniversary wedding service, suggestions for a pro-marriage 
ministry, the conduct of the wedding, a continuing ministry, pronouncoments on 
"Safeguarding Marriages" hy the Committee on Marriage and tho Home of tho 
Federal Council and hy several of the individual denominations. A bibliog¬ 
raphy on marriage, a summary of marriage laws hy states (probably as of 
1938), and an index conclude the volume. 

SPIRIT , hy Ethel P. S. Hoyt. 1928. E. P. Dutton & Co., Inc., 300 Fourth 
Avenue, New York, Now York. 63 pages. Price, $1. 00. 

The author presents a study in the relation of religion to health 
in the first portion of her book. By a series of charts, she shows how worry, 
anxiety, indecision, ill-felling toward others, hurry, uncontrolled anger, 
loneliness, and certain other traits contribute to collapse or functional 

disorders. She then suggests the application of psychology to the prayer life 

of the individual and the use of Biblical examples and promises in correcting 
these undermining causes. It Is believed that the volume would be useful in 
•couseling, particularly since some men have to see a thing in black and white 
before they believe. 

THEUPWARD WAY , by Samuel S. Drury. 1942. Little, Brown and Company, 34 Beacon 

Street, Boston, Massachusetts. 104 pages. Price, $ 1 . 50 . 

Selected gems from literature are necessary at times In order to 
cull what Is good from a great mass of writing. When It is possible to select 
a whole volume of gems from the writings of one man, such writings must have 
been unusually rich. Such are these paragraph selections from the writings 
of Samuel Smith Drury, for many years headmaster of St. Paul's School, Concord, 
New Hampshire. Two sentences serve to illustrate their value:

I did call on Mrs. Viviana Castelano and found her and her family 
very interesting people to meet. The situation is a little different than 
the first information indicated. She has re-married and now has six 
children (seven In January) and in addition a young man who is her cousin 
is a member of the household and also an orphan Filipino girl lives there 
because she likes the family I 

Mrs. Castelano's family are all boys except one 10-year old girl and 
all of them that are of school age attend a Catholic school. She indica¬ 
ted quite frankly that the reason she re-married was because it was neces¬ 
sary to have somebody help support the family. She speaks somewhat broken 
English but is quite an intelligent person with a delightful sense of 
humor. She is an experienced seamstress and at the present time is doing 
piece work for a manufacturing company making; sleeping bags for the army. 
Her husband works at the College Club for $5.00 a day. 

Apparently none of them knew that Pedro is in a camp - according to 
their story they thought he was fetill working in some machine shop in 
California. It seemed to take them some time to understand just what kind 
of camp it is and then they seemed somewhat perturbed about it. Finally 
Mrs. Cgstelano explained somewhat apologetically that Pedro had always 
been very religious and her explanation was that some special priest had 
at one time had undue influence on him# 

I shall be glad to write to Pedro and give him the name of a priest 
that I know who has been very much in the forefront of many liberal 
battles. However the family apparently has a great deal of contact with 
the Catholic church at the present time. Also I shall be glad to keep 
in touch with them and if there is any way that the F.O.R. or the Church 
of the People can help them of course we shall do so. 

I am trying to get the F.O.R. office established and I find that 
equipment and a secretary are both something of a problem. But I hope to 
be somewhat settled within a few days.

Dear Friend, 

I write to you because of my concern over the Heardiau school 
of thought and its inroads upon pacifists and their way of life. I 
assume that you have had sufficient contact with Gerald Heard and people 
he has influenced to be able to help me in my estimate# You may know of 
my concern for the development of non-violent direct action in this 
country as contributing to the raising up*of an adequate alternative to 
violent conflict. I am therefore troubled when I see the spread of a 
school of thought which seems to tend towards quietism. 

What do you think of these preliminary conclusions which seem 
to be crystalizing in mv thought regarding Hesraianism? It seems to me 
more Buddhist than Christian, in several respects. First, while there 
is accommodation to, one might almost say capitalization on, certain 
teachings of Jesus, one misses the warmly personal note in the conception 
of God. Along with this, very logically, there is emphasis on what I 
would call straining after "giruffehood, M rather than feeding the sheep. 
There seems to me also a dualism between thought and ection, with a con¬ 
sequent exaltation'of the life of contem.pl at ion, (very natural to a 
scholar) which inevitably makes for quietism, whatever may be the dis¬ 
claimers. It seems to mo that John Macmurray has once and for all ex¬ 
posed the unohristlikeness and the futility of that dualism, especially 
in the Clue to History. I am concerned lest Heard play into the natural 
temptation to pacifists to become quietists during war time, and now is 
precisely the time when 1 the Gandhian emphasis is desperately needed in 
■western pacifism. 

But I am giving you too many of my inadequate conclusions, 
and am eager for yours based upon a much deeper study as well as many 
contacts*

"You all know what your, constitutional ri.'/hts are, or what they were. We've 
lost a lot of them. If you convict this nan you -have lost one nor©', the right of 
a trial hy jury. You v/ill he doing away with one of your own rights." With these 
words, Attorney Uranic L, Walters addressed the Jury in the trial of G-ordon Hira- 
bayashi. 

Gordon refused to register for the evacuation and refused to comply with the 
curfew violations on the grounds that he as a Christian and as a citizen of a de¬ 
mocracy could not conscientiously do so. -‘He has "been held in King County.Jail, 
Seattle, since the middle of May, awaiting trial. 

"......There never'was any issue as to whether he did dr did not violate those 

orders,, He admitted it. The issue is'whether American citizens are going to 
have a trial hy jury or whether a military commander* usurping power that wasn't 
given-him by Congress, or by Executive orders, which were net authorized by law, 

- can. deny these citizens their right of life, liberty, or pursuit of happiness." 

The legality of' the evacuation order was-attacked on two grounds. One.was that 
Congress had given no authorization for the evacuation of American citizens and 
the other that it deprived citizens of-their liberty without due process of law. 
The decision of the court has been appealed to-the Dist. Court of Appeals* Gordon 
will serve his sentence at the Federal Prison Camp at DuPont, Washington. He was 
given an opportunity to serve a 60-day sentence at the iounty jail, but preferred 
tile Cairo. U, S. Attorney -Dennis asked that he be sentenced to tro years* Lincoln 
Kanai, former YMCA Secretary, sentenced to. six months for leaving Military Area 
No. 1 without a, permit, is at the same camp. 

Previously the court had overruled a. demurrer to the indictment on grounds 
that in this'time of war the civil courts coultf not cjuestion military authority.

IMPORTANT LEGISLATIVE ACTION 

, ’ "The -House of Representatives- on October 13 passed the Geyer Anti-Poll Tax Bill. 
This brings new hops' and courage to 10,000,000 disfranchised American citizens. 

. A •similar Anti—Poll Tax Bill sponsored by Senator Pepper has been reported favor- 
■■ ably by the Senate Judiciary Committee, and our big job now is to write to our 
.Senators- immediately, urging their support of the bill. The bill could be killed 

by a filibuster, so write immediately; 1 

, 

Therefore various bills proposed for the mobilization of manpower, and F.O.R. 
members should let their Senators and Representatives know of their opposition to 
such totalitarian measures. 

The bill drafting 16—19 year-olds has passed the House and Senate, but three 
amendments are now being considered: 1.House provision permitting college stud¬ 
ents to finish the current semester, 3.Senate provision to give each boy 13 
months 1 military training before sending him into combat. 3. Senate provision to 
defer boys employed on farais. The Issues raised by these proposals are not ones 
to which a clearcut pacifist answer con be given, so use your own discretion in 
writing to your Senators and Representatives on these points..

“I know what heaven is,, for I have read my Bible,: I have heard < 
my preacher talk about it, and then I have so often been so 
near . . . hut this wonderful Home is just next door to heaven. 

“When I die I will just open the door and go into the next 
room and will he there! It will not he any trouble at all. Tell 
everyone of your dear church how lovely it is to live just next door 
to heaven like I am here.” 

This is the living testimony of Aunt Sarah —--, a ninety 

year-old youthful spirit, a guest of a Methodist Home for the 
Aged. This is Christ’s love'for the aged at work. Aunt Sarah says ' 
so —who dare deny!

I am sending you under separate cover the first batch of 
a very tentative draft of the introduction, which is incomplete, 
Appendix I on the four Gospels, and Chapter I, which is also 
incomplete, for my new book the tentative title of which is M The 
Portrait of Jesus: A Twentieth Century Life of Christ."

Dear Comrades of the Spirit: 

O'-ir thoughts and prayers today have been directed to the shape 
of things to come, as we plan and prepare for peace and the world 
government of the future. On this Armistice Day we advocate an im¬ 
mediate military armistice among the warring nations. ^But far more 
difficult, wo must seek to accomplish an immediate spiritual armis¬ 
tice in the relationships of life around us. 

We can reaffirm a fourfold program this Armistice: (1) Repentance 
(2) Relief, (3) Reconciliation, and (4) Reconstruction. Nob specuacu 
lar action, but slow, creative and courageous work is our part. Like 
the sensitive growing point of a plant which reaches forward to -he 
light despite obstacles, let us faithfully lead toward the u..ght. 

Let cur humble yet powerful prayer be that of Saint Francis: 

"Lord, make us instruments of Thy peace. Where "there is hatred let 
us sow love; where there is injury— pardon; where there is doubt 
faith; where there is despair—hope; where there is darkness light, 
where there is sadness—joy. 0 divine Master, grant that we may _ 
much seek to be consoled as to console; to be understood as to under 
stand; to be loved as to love. For it is in giving, that w ®joceive, 
it is in pardoning, that we are pardoned; -s m djlng, 
born to eternal life." 

Here in Northern California, as elsewhere in our Fellowship, wo 
shall find power through grov$j experience. We need each otner lor 
regular discipline of prafsr, for stimulation of Item, an 
Hmips for cooling of interests and plans.

G OD never misses an opportunity. 

Whenever the door is opened he 
comes in. He is ever ready and eager. 
Whenever he is given access to the in¬ 
struments with which he has endowed 
us—mind, emotion, conscience, will— 
he quickens and makes accurate the 
processes of thinking; he arouses sym¬ 
pathy, deepens compassion and purifies 
affection; he makes sensitive the ability 
to distinguish between the right and 
wrong; he strengthens the will and 
makes it his own. 

Prayer is giving God opportunity. 
True prayer is not for the purpose of 
attracting God’s attention, or changing 
God s mind, or persuading God to take 
appropriate action. God is love and 
wisdom and requires no instruction 
and needs no urging. 

The power of choice with which we 
are endowed is limited in many ways, 
but it is genuine; limited by physical 
constitution, social environment, and 
social heritage; but genuine enough to 
enable us to open the door to God or 
to keep the door closed. We may 
worship or we may blaspheme; we may 
surrender our will to his will, or we 
may defy his holy purposes for us. 

Prayer is opening the door through 
eager consent and fervent desi-re. 
Prayer is giving God opportunity 
through constant alertness and sensi¬ 
tive awareness. James Montgomery 
wrote some years ago: 

Prayer is the soul's sincere desire, 
Unuttered or expressed; 

The motion of a hidden fire, 

That trembles in the breast. 

Prayer is the burden of a sigh, 

The falling of a tear; 

The upward glancing of an eye, 

When none hut God is near. 

Prayer is the simplest form of speech 
That infant lips can try; 

Prayer, the sublimest strains that reach 
The Majesty on high. . . . 

Prayer is the Christian's vital breath. 

The Christian's native air; 

His watchword at the gates of death; 

He enters heaven with prayer. 

O Thou! by whom we come to God, 

The Life, the Truth, the Way; 

The path of prayer thyself hast trod: 
Lord, teach us how to pray! 

Consider the meaning of prayer- 
desire by reflecting on the significance 
of two contrasting days in experience: 
a sensitive day and an insensitive one. 
On the former day your first thought

upon awakening is about God. You 
turn to him with trust, appreciativeness 
and gratitude. You say: “God is here 
now, ready and eager. I will open the 
door, give him welcome and dwell with 
him in joyous comradeship throughout 
the day.” 

Before you eat breakfast stop for a 
prayer of affirmation, of faith, ac¬ 
knowledging that every good and per¬ 
fect gift comes from God, and there¬ 
fore expressing gratitude for food and 
countless other blessings enjoyed. Dur¬ 
ing the morning recognize God the 
Creator at work in the beauties of 
flowers and trees and skies; and behold 
his handiwork in the marvelous en¬ 
dowment of bees and birds and beasts. 

Partake of the noon meal with trust 
and thanksgiving. Several times in the 
afternoon consciously recognize human 
beings as holy temples of God and re¬ 
solve ever to treat them with reverence. 
Eat the evening meal with recognition 
that food is a gift from God. At the 
end of the day reflect on the goodness 
pf God and fall off to sleep with a* 
prayer of trust and gratitude. 

The love of God may be likened to

a powerful magnet. When an opera¬ 
tor lets down the magnet until it nears 
a steel bar there is response which 
enables the magnet to lay hold and lift 
with immense power. But when a mag-, 
net comes near a granite boulder there 
is no response and therefore no lifting 
power. Sensitivity means opportunity, 
and insensitivity means lack of opporv 
tunity. On a sensitive day God has 
access to mind and emotion, conscience 
and will. 

See what happens on an insensitive 
day. You get out of bed on the wrong 
side in a grouchy mood. You grunt 
morning greetings. Nothing on the 
breakfast table is fit to eat. You won¬ 
der that they put food like that on the 
table. You pick up a piece of toast and 
just as expected, it is burned on the 
bottom, so you speak sharply to the 
toaster—and receive reply in kind. 

By the middle of the morning you 
Have had three bitter quarrels. Noth¬ 
ing goes right. You become sorry for 
yourself and draw into deeper self- 
centeredness. At bedtime you are ex¬ 
hausted and irritable and fall into a 
troubled sleep. Throughout the day no 
thought of God, no prayers of adora¬ 
tion or penitence or surrender, no sen¬ 
sitivity are yours, with the result that 
God is denied access to mind and 
emotion, conscience and will. 

God provides illumination and 
strength when he has opportunity, but 
freedom of choice may be exercised in 
ways that deny God opportunity. For 
that reason we should pray frequently. 
High desire often felt keeps the door 
open’to God. 

The habits should be acquired of 
paying attention to God at least once 
every hour while awake in momen¬ 
tary prayers of affirmation, adoration, 
thanksgiving, confession, commitment, 
petition, intercession. Learn to recog¬ 
nize God at work-in the starry firma¬ 
ment, in the dawn and in the sunset, in 
the changing seasons with their blend¬ 
ings of color in myriad beauties, in 
rivers and lakes and ocean, in plains 
and hills -and mountains. Look with 
recognition. 

See the Creator at work in crea¬ 
tures—in the industry of ants, in the 
foresight of squirrels, in the patience 
of a setting hen, in the melody of a 
canary, in the joy of a mocking-bird, 
in the affection of a cat, in the fidelity 
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The Christian Advocate 









In the positions taken by these two eminent Britishers, 
against whose personal characters nothing can be alleged, 
we have the outlines of what is likely to be the major post¬ 
war conflict. On the one hand are those who demand 
change, sometimes revolutionary, and on the other hand 
those who stand out against any change whatever, on the 
grounds that the status quo is good because it has been good 
to them. 

The peoples of the earth are paying an enormous price 
in the costs of the present conflict. In sons and treasure 
they will be bankrupt before the 
struggle is ended. And with 
nothing to lose they will be 
ready to try anything in the way 
of an economic or political ex¬ 
periment in the hope of finding 
their way through to a better 
and an easier wotrld. 

A hungry man and a hungry 
mob are equally unreasonable. 

Peoples who have suffered to 
the point of desperation will not 
sit down calmly and consider all 
the elements in an economic or 
social situation. The postwar 
world bids fair to become the 
demagogue’s happy hunting- 
ground unless conservative lib¬ 
eralism can seize the mastery 
of world affairs. 

There will be every tempta¬ 
tion to discard all the past, to¬ 
gether with its techniques, tradi¬ 
tions, and procedures, in the 
search for some means of attain¬ 
ing the millennium. Radicalism, 
panaceas, and fantastic remedies 
will make a strong appeal to the 
masses. 

War is as simple as death; 
peace is as complex as life. This 
plain fact makes it perfectly 
clear that the problem of organ¬ 
izing the world for peace will 
require vastly more skill, daring, 
vision, and statesmanship than 
war demands. To blow a city 
to bits is a much simpler opera¬ 
tion than to rebuild the same 
city. A blitzkrieg needs no blueprints for guidance. 

Conservatism will serve its own cause best if it begins 
now to plan reforms which can be offered to the people 
as soon as hostilities cease. To hold out against all reform, 
in the belief that the remedy for all our woes is a “return 
to normalcy/’ will be to accentuate the radicalism of the 
masses in their insistence upon reform. 

It is heartening in the extreme to hear such voices as 
that of Vice-President Wallace, declaring that the world 
into which we are venturing must be a better world than 
the one out of which we are moving. When a statesman 
and scholar, such as John Foster Dulles, says, “What 
science can do, politics must match/’ it means that orderly 
government must assume responsibility for improving the 
opportunities of life for plain people, just as science has 


enriched their lives with mechanical invention and pre¬ 
ventive medicine. 

But every political reform depends, for its effectiveness, 
upon the average conscience, intelligence, and self-disci¬ 
pline of the people. It is at this point that the responsi¬ 
bility of the Church begins. It works with the people, and 
it must prepare their minds for change, and warn them 
against radicalism at the same time. 

The past discovered some priceless values. It knew how 
to lay responsibilities upon individuals—the responsibility 

for personal welfare, personal 
conduct, and the personal en¬ 
joyment of life. In the world 
into which we are heading there 
will be greater need for a sense 
of personal responsibility than 
ever before. With every nation 
in the world burdened by debts 
that will last for hundreds of 
years, the governments of the 
world will have less to spend on 
relief of individuals who ought 
to be assuming responsibility for 
a large share of their own wel¬ 
fare It is a part of the responsi¬ 
bility of the Church, in antici¬ 
pation of the new world, to 
train its people in discovering 
and accepting personal response 
bility. 

The past knew full well the 
^ value of self-discipline. There 
was a great moral loss involved 
in the transition from handcraft 
to machine-tending. The worker 
who had been trained to take 
pride in good work suffered 
when the machine took that 
responsibility over, leaving him 
with nothing to do but feed 
raw material in at one end and 
pack the finished product that 
came out the other end. 

The Church ^must train its 
people to scan proposed reforms 
to discover, if possible, their 
spiritual and moral values. A 
social upheaval which does no 
more than substitute a labor 
boss for a capitalistic boss is of dubious benefit to the 
masses. It has been amply demonstrated that selfishness 
and unsocial attitudes are not the peculiar crimes of any 
one class in modern society. 

In every Methodist Church there should be a group of 
serious-minded men and women associated together for the 
purpose of studying this evolving world, weighing its moral 
responsibilities, analyzing its problems, and evaluating the 
forces with which it has to work. That there arc to be 
changes few men will deny; that those changes must not 
be made at the cost of old and prized virtues is axiomatic; 
that there will be a desperate need for the open mind will 
soon become apparent. To produce an open mind that is 
also a poised and judicial mind, is in considerable part 
the responsibility of the Church of God.

behold the evidence of God’s wisdom 
and power. 

Watch God at work in the persons 
you meet—in the glories of human 
nature: response to beauty, sensitivity 
to harmony, pursuit of truth, sense of 
duty, zeal of devotion, depth of affec¬ 
tion, extent of self-sacrifice: through 
these potentially divine qualities be¬ 
hold more clearly the love and holiness 
of God. 

Be alert to human need and he sen¬ 
sitive to God's presence. Every time 
you become aware of need in one of 
its manifold forms, turn consciously 
to God and give him opportunity to 
use his divine instruments within you. 
The more clearly you behold weakness 
and sin in others, the more deeply you , 
realize your own impotence to deliver 
and redeem. Therefore let every 
awareness of need remind you of the 
boundless resources of God. Cry to 
him for insight and strength. 

Pray to God at least once every hour. 
God never misses an opportunity. Keep 
yourself subjected to constant reminder. 
Write out a Bible verse and keep it 
where you will see it frequently. Copy 
an inspiring poem and read it often. 
Clip some account of sacrificial action 
and display it as a reminder of God's 
suffering love. Place a beautiful pic¬ 
ture where it will challenge you often. 

Consider the ringing of a church 
bell as a call to worship. Let a factory 
whistle remind you of the needs of 
God's people. When you hear the joy¬ 
ous laughter of children turn to God 
with a prayer for the childlike spirit 
which opens the gates of heaven. 

Put an extra chair at the dining table 
as a reminder of the Unseen Guest. 
When tragedy is thrust upon you in 
glaring headlines of the morning paper, 
ask God for wider sympathy and deeper 
compassion. Even the shrill cry of a 
newsboy announcing the latest victory 
may awaken you to a keener realiza¬ 
tion of humanity's need of God. 

When you observe evidence of irri¬ 
tation and anger in another person, be 
reminded of the frailties of man and . 
call upon God for help. When you 
read a death notice, glory in God’s 
precious gift of immortal life. Let the 
ticking of a watch bring forth a fervent 
desire to be a steward of God's time. 

Pray without ceasing. Give God op¬ 
portunity to transform low desire into 
high desire, and weak desire into fer¬ 
vent desire. God never misses an op¬ 
portunity. 



Violins from Timberline! 


By CYRUS E. ALBERTSON 

He was a maker of violins . He earned his living by teaching public- 
school music but he found expression for his genius by making violins. 
He not only made them but he played them so well that few men in all 
the mountain country could release so much singing music . 

One Sunday he came to flay for us. When he opened the case that 
held Ms violin he brought out an instrument that looked like no other 
l had ever seen. Its wood was, unstained , still in its natural whiteness . 
It gleamed like snowbanks in high country . 

It was not quite finished, he said , but he wanted to play it that morn¬ 
ing , for it had a quality of tone no other violin possessed. 

"Where do you get I he wood you use in making violins?" I asked . 

He told me fioiv fie had first gone to the ivood yards and looked for 
logs and Umbers of the harder woods . He had used wood from the 
Far South and from over the several seas. Always when he was pnished 
with an instrument he wished for some quality of tone that had eluded 
him . 

“Now I have found it" he said. “This violin is made from wood I 
gathered at timberline A 

Tbtberlinel That marks the last stand- of the trees , In the Rockies 
they reach an altitude of nearly 12,000 feet. And there at timherline 
they stand against the sky and the higher country above , 

They take on strange shapes . Timberline gives personality to trees. 
It was there he got the wood for the making of violins. 

"This violin and a few others l have recently made are all of timber- 
line spruce A he continued. 11 These violins have a resonance that none 
of the others possessAnd we who heard him play agreed. 

Resonance from timherline! Tears came to our eyes. Our nerves 
tingled. When he had finished we wanted to shout or call for more . 

What was it that had given tonal quality to the violin? Those of us 
who knew timherline had heard again the wind as it bloivs up there , 
We had heard clouds blown from the sky . We had heard branches 
tossed in the tempest. We had heard the sturdy music of timherline. 

Again we heard that timherline is a place of almost continuous 
struggle . Trees are horn with the certainty of short- growing seasons, of 
ice and sleet that beat upon them until hark on the windward side has 
no chance to grow. Some trees never rise above the ground , but grow 
on their knees . Others have their branches all blown to the west; they 
are the “wind timber " of the high country. 

Easy living did . not put resonance into the wood that became the 
violin . Neither does it put resonance into life. Dread not yonr timber- 
line! God can make use of it.

The World Service Commission Says: 

Our World Service giving continues to 
serve, even in war time. Note the follow¬ 
ing information, compiled by W. W. Reid 
of the Board of Missions and Church Ex¬ 
tension of the Methodist Church, 

The Board of Missions and Church Ex¬ 
tension of the Methodist Church still has 
16 5 missionaries (under the Division of 
Foreign Missions, and the Woman's Divi¬ 
sion of Chirstian Service') actively serving 
in Free China and in Occupied China. 
Thirty-eight others are on regular furlough, 
fifty others on emergency furlough due to 
the war. 

While the Methodist missionary forces in 
Japan-controlled China have been reduced, 
the forces in Free China have been increas¬ 
ed. and there is .constant call for new mis¬ 
sionaries. Candidates are ready ro enter 
the service were transportation available to 
take them to West China. Nine young 
Methodists, planning on lives of missionary 
service in China, are now engaged in study 
of the Chinese language in a school in Cali¬ 
fornia. Meanwhile, testimony from many 
sources indicates that Chinese Christian 
leaders—trained through the years by the 
missionaries — carry on schools and 
churches, and also carry on hospitals and 
clinics where these have not been taken 
for millitary purposes.

Lnrd, Teach Us How 


S HORT prayers prayed frequently 
give God opportunity, but un¬ 
hurried prayers give God more 
complete access to mind and emotion, 
conscience and will. Momentary 
expressions of high desire need to be 
supplemented by periods of sustained 
concentration upon God. 

Half an hour each day is considered 
by many Christians to be the bare 
minimum of time needed, while other 
persons say that they require an hour 
or two hours, or even longer, to main¬ 
tain maximum sensitivity toward God. 

Some praying persons find the early 
morning period best, while other in¬ 
dividuals choose the last hour before 
sleeping. In some homes the quietest 
time for mothers is at ten o'clock in 
the morning, or it may be that two 
o'clock in the afternoon is more desir¬ 
able. Some business men and women 
take half an hour for prayer at lunch¬ 
time by going into a near-by church 
for communion with God in the sanc¬ 
tuary. Sleeplessness may provide for 
an unhurried period of prayer in the 
middle of the night. After experimen¬ 
tation with various times for sustained 
prayer, the individual should seek to 
develop regularity of habit at the most 
favorable period. 

The place of private prayer should 
afford maximum quietness and soli¬ 
tude. Most homes are quiet before 
children awaken in the morning or 
after they are asleep at night or while 
they are away at school. And a simple 
discovery may be made: it you get up 
sufficiently early, you will be alone! 
Half an hour spent in early com¬ 
munion with God is more exhilarating 
than an extra half hour of sleep. 

Sometimes a church sanctuary is 
accessible. Perhaps a flower garden is 
the most desirable place for unbroken 
prayer, or a seat where eyes may he 
fixed upon beautiful trees. In some 
cases the individual may pray best 
while walking alone among trees or by 
the Side of river or lake or ocean. 

The purpose of long sustained con¬ 
centration in prayer is to give God the 
maximum opportunity through sensi¬ 
tive awareness and fervent desire. This 
keen alertness may be heightened by 
variety of procedure in praying. One 
of the best ways of practicing the pres¬ 
ence of God is to read the Bible de- 
votionally, that is, read some great

passage which reveals the character of 
God, and then put down the Bible 
and meditate upon the meaning of the 
passage. Devotional passages should be 
selected with care in advance because 
some portions of the sacred record are 
not adapted to devotional reading. Read 
and then listen. The waiting often 
proves more rewarding even than the 
reading because God is thus afforded 
double opportunity. 

An excellent way of preparing to 
pray is to read a description of one of 
the qualities of Jesus—his compassion 
or his wisdom or his sacrificial devotion 
—and then eagerly petition God for 
more Christlikeness, with a calm period 
of listening as God stimulates mind 
and arouses emotion. Listen for a 
longer time than you read. One of the 
most inspiring of all hooks is the in¬ 
terpretation of the mind and spirit of 
Christ which was published anony¬ 
mously with the title, By An Unknown 
Disciple (Harper's, $2). For twenty- 
five years we have used this marvelous 
book in our home and have derived 
more help from it than from any other 
volume except the Bible itself. 

Reading devotional books other than 
the Bible helps in deepening awareness 
of God. Fortunately numerous de¬ 
votional books are available with 
stimulating daily readings. Some of 
these daily readings are too brief. A 
fifteen-minute reading may prove to 
he more rewarding five times over 
than a three-mipute reading, especially 
if another fifteen-minute period is 
devoted to waiting for word from God. 

The reading of biographies of men 
and women who walked with God may 
be a profitable prelude to vital prayer. 
And there are hundreds of these invig¬ 
orating biographies available. A highly 
rewarding one is A Testament of De¬ 
votion, by Thomas R. Kelly (Harper's, 
$1), a combination of biography and 
spiritual autobiography of a young

Quaker professor who died recently. 
Meister Eckhart (Harper's, $3), a 
new translation by Raymond Bernard 
Blakney of an old classic, makes avail¬ 
able the profound spiritual insights of 
a famous preacher who was born in 
1260. It is good to alternate between 
seers of our own time and those of 
earlier centuries in our devotional 
reading. And always follow the read¬ 
ing with a period of waiting for help 
from God who never misses an 
opportunity. 

The reading of religious poetry 
during a period of prayer may increase 
sensitivity toward God. Here also care¬ 
ful selection in advance is advisable. 
Poems for Life (Willett, Clark, $2.50), 
an anthology compiled by Thomas 
Curtis Clark, is simply invaluable. 
After reading the verse, listen! Read¬ 
ing the words of noble and familiar 
hymns also increases responsiveness. 

The reading of prayers written by 
ancient and modem men and women 
who acquired spiritual maturity in 
communion with God is a helpful 
way to deepen alertness. Read a prayer 
with fervent desire, and then wait 
upon God. 

Recorded music may be a sensitizing 
prelude to private prayer. Play five or 
six familiar hymns or spirituals or part 
of a great symphony, and then turn 
off the music and continue listening. 
Hear Albert Schweitzer, the devoted 
missionary to Africa, interpret Bach on 
the organ (three albums, 42 sides, 
recorded by Columbia) or Handel's 
Messiah (two albums, 36 sides, re¬ 
corded by Columbia). Much of our 
priceless musical heritage has now 
been recorded for our spiritual enrich¬ 
ment. 

Musical programs . on the radio 
offer opportunity for enriched prayer. 
It is a good habit to refrain from con¬ 
versation during the playing of a 
symphony or an oratorio and to listen 
attentively and reverently. And when 
the music has ended, wait unhurriedly 
for God to take advantage of his 
opportunity. 

Sustained contemplation, without 
the aid of reading or music, should be 
recognized as an instrument through 
which blessings come from God. Fix 
your mind intently upon some quality 
in God as revealed in Christ and seek 
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on forever. Our loyalty should be to 
Christ and his Church/ 

“Family evangelism secures tfie 
largest and most permanent results, 
and visitation evangelism, because it 
uses the home as a setting, places 
large emphasis on the family. Visitors 
are urged to pay particular attention 
to the children, talking with them and 
finding out their names and interests. 
Pictures, flowers, and other objects 
that can be admired in the home are 
carefully noted. The religious train¬ 
ing of the children comes in for special 
mention, with helpful suggestions* 

“A fifth reason for the success of 
the home visitation plan is what I re¬ 
gard as its sound educational proce¬ 
dure. In an Area or Conference we 
call together the superintendents and 
pastors who have been most successful 
and train them as directors of the 
evangelistic effort. Our program is in¬ 
tensive and exacting. These leaders 
then train the pastors and laymen who 
become personal workers. The pas¬ 
tors enlist the visitors and get them 
together for instruction. 

“Those who agree to help sign Vis¬ 
itation Agreement Cards. Most pas¬ 
tors draft the visitors. One pastor re¬ 
cently told each person interviewed: 
1 prepared a list of sixty of the most 
capable members of our church whom 
I am asking to serve. Your name is on 
the list and here is your card. Please 
sign/ He had only two refusals, and 
they were not the busiest persons he 
asked. 

“The final reason I have listed is the 
assimilation program that surely se¬ 
cures results. The visitation starts on 
Visitation Sunday and is completed in 
four days. By means of such a short, 
intensive effort that maintains the 
morale of the workers, decisions have 
been obtained from about fifty per 
cent of the adults visited. It is safe to 
predict that this will be the ratio.” 

This seemed to be the place for me 
to ask a question about steps that lie 
immediately ahead in this Church¬ 
wide program of evangelism. And Dr. 
Black was ready. His black eyes were 
sharp with earnestness as he described 
the winters campaigns in areas as 
widely separated as Birmingham and 
Detroit, Denver and Boston. “During 
the year we shall serve some forty 
per cent of the Methodist churches 
in the United States. We expect to 
work with the 19,321 remaining 
churches the following year,” 


Evangelism in Michigan

So that nmiisterial and lay delegates of the Detroit and Michigan 
Conferences might receive the inspiration and impetus of a full-day 
meeting considering only the subject of evangelism , the two Annual 
Conferences held adjourned sessions to launch the state-wide Evan¬ 
gelistic Crusade « 

Under the leadership of Bishop Raymond J. Wade of Detroit, the 
609 ministers of the tu?o Conferences Mow. are conducting preaching 
missions and visitation campaigns in the 1,049 churches in the area* 
The crusade is not taking place simultaneously throughout the state, 
hut each of the nine 1 districts fios a scheduled period of two weeks 
for its endeavor , ‘ 

The Evangelistic Crusade for the Detroit Area originated at an 
Arm Planning Conference in July, 1941, when Bishop Wade pre¬ 
sented a plan which since has been developed by an Area Evan¬ 
gelistic Committee of representative ministers and laymen from both 
Conferences* The Rev* Lloyd H. Nixon, superintendent of the 
Albion-Lansing District, is chairman of that committee* 

The committee early stated its objective by expressing the desire 
that the plan “will develop a spirit of contagious sharing of religious 
experience with people in the communities served by our churches 
which will remake life and create Christum disciples/ 1 

Bishop H, Lester Smith, of Cincinnati, who has had the experience 
of a successful evangelistic campaign in Ohio, Bishop Edwin H. 
IfMghes, of Washington, and several prominent ministers and. hy¬ 
men of the two Conferences presented inspirational messages and 
testimonials at the Detroit Conference session in Central Church, 
Pontiac, on September 23, and at the Michigan Conference meeting 
in Trinity Church, Grand Rapids , on September 25. 

Selected pastors from each district of the two Conferences spent 
two weeks, September 27 to October 9, in coaching conferences and 
practiced visitation work in demonstration areas of the Flint and 
Laming Districts* The Rev. Guy FL Black, of the Commission on 
Evangelism, Nashville, directed these demonstrations* 

The evenings of this two-weeks 1 training period were spent by the 
pastors in company with local laymen in calling upon those listed on 
the “responsibility lists ” of the churches* 

These trained ministers then returned to their respective districts 
where they have conducted district demonstration and practice con¬ 
ferences with all of the pastors ami selected lay workers of the district. 

Meanwhile, preparations for the Evangelistic Crusade were begun 
in all of the local churches of the two Conferences , Lay workers 
were recruited on each charge and some of them were selected for 
attending the demonstration conference* "Responsibility lists" were 
completed to include the name of every man, wqftiaHi, and child who 
should he visited during the visitation week. 

Each district's Crusade began with a special Day of Prayer and 
Anticipation in each church, when special prayer groups were ap¬ 
pointed for continuous efforts. 

Most of the preaching in local churches is done by the pastors , 
but special teams of workers from the Flint and Laming demonstra¬ 
tion conferences also have assisted in many churches, and more par- 
ticidarly in the visitation work during the second week of the Crusade 
when they work with the selected and trained lay workers in calling 1 
npo n all th ose on the * 'res pa \ isi b i U ty lists*'' 

But the evangelistic work does not end with the two-weeks 1 Crusade, 
according to the Detroit Area plan . “Continuation and conservation 
evangelism” is continued for at least one night a week throughout 
the year, with reports and assignments being made at the mid-week 
services. In addition , new members who have been obtained are 
assigned to the care and guidance of old . members who assist in ad¬ 
justing the newcomers to the fellowship . 
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to attain the utmost vividness of im¬ 
pression. Begin with the holiness of 
God. Meditate upon the sheer good¬ 
ness and utter righteousness of the 
Eternal. In your thinking stress the 
significance of the truth that God is 
as good as Jesus—far beyond anything 
that we can even think. Dwell long 
and earnestly upon the contrast be¬ 
tween the exalted holiness of God and 
the sinfulness and meanness of many 
of your own actions. And, by eager 
and intense desire, enable God to 
purify your own thought and motive 
and deed. God never misses an op¬ 
portunity. 

In periods of meditation when 
mind wanders and you are unable to 
sustain attention, ask a simple question 
as thought after thought, experience 
after experience, flashes through your 
mind: J< What does God think of this? 
What does God think of that?” Serious 
endeavor to discover answers to these 
successive questions will often lead to 
sustained reflection upon the nature 
of God and earnest petition to know 
his holy will. Endeavoring seriously 
to think the thoughts of God about 
one's own life is a means of giving God 
opportunity. He is far more eager to 
give light than we are willing to walk 
in it. 

On successive occasions consider in¬ 
tently various other qualities in God 
until the holiness and love and power 
and sacrificial devotion of the Father 
are vividly and indelibly impressed 
upon your very being. Pray with fer¬ 
vor for that mind which was in Christ 
Jesus, so that the will of God may be 
progress!vdy understood. 

Reading and music and contempla¬ 
tion am only three of numerous ways 
of practicing the presence of God. And 
each way increases sensitivity of re¬ 
sponse to divine leading. Therefore, 
much time should be spent in prayer. 
It is right to pray short prayers often, 
but it is necessary also tQ pray un- 
hrokenly for sustained periods. And to 
the complaint, “But I do not have time 
for prolonged praying,” the rejoinder 
should be made, “You have all the time 
there is in a day and a week and a 
month; nobody else has more time than 
you have.” What really is at stake is 
your evaluation of the significance of 
prayer. And this question deserves a 
serious answer: Can anything possibly 
be more important than to give God 
ample opportunity to enrich and guide 
your life? 
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Leadership Variants 

CEVERAL things can be said to 
^ those who desire to be leaders in 
activities honorable and good but who 
feel discouraged over the facts of lead¬ 
ership qualifications which we have 
previously reviewed at length in this 
column. 

1. It has been discovered that lead¬ 
ership traits, instead of being general, 
are rather specific. That is, the quali¬ 
fications needful for leadership in one 
situation may differ widely from those 
necessary in another. In one compar¬ 
ative study of twenty different inves¬ 
tigations of leader groups it was found 
that of the grand total of seventy-nine 
traits listed among the twenty investi¬ 
gation s, only twelve occurred three 
times or oftener in the entire study. 
It follows that a leader who has failed 
in one situation can hope to succeed 
in another situation, with somewhat 
changed conditions. 

2. There is good reason to believe 
that many leadership qualities can be 
acquired or at least strengthened 
through training and practice. It has 
been demonstrated that one can defi¬ 
nitely change his position from a low 
to a higher index on the ascendance- 
submission scale, which is indicative 
of leadership ability. By hard work, 
under the guidance of sound psycho¬ 
logical principle, one can definitely 
improve his powers in this field. 

3. There is always the possibility of 
substan tial changes in personality 
characteristics, even up through adult¬ 
hood. New interests can be awakened, 
new abilities developed, new rooms 
opened up in the extensive mansion 
of the soul. The old notion that no 
one ever gets a new idea after he has 
passed his thirty-fifth birthday is 
grossly incorrect. 

In practically every person there 
are unknown and consequently un¬ 
used reserves of power and ability, 



waiting to be discovered and brought 
from the inert margin into the active 
center. 

4. Special personal factors may re¬ 
verse a leadership situation which at 
first seems difficult if not hopeless. An 
appeal to a slumbering motive, the 
arousing of a basic drive or impulse, 
the stimulation of some intimate per¬ 
sonal sensitivity—such things as these 
can transform an individual at times 
and promptly bring into action powers 
of leadership hitherto dormant. The 
problem here is to find the right kind 
of incentive. This is where a genuine 
religious conversion or a new loyalty 
to Christ may greatly increase one's 
ability to guide and inspire others. 

5. It is often possible to compen¬ 
sate for non-leader characteristics by 
capitalizing these very weaknesses and 
more than overcoming them. This is 
why the inferiority sense has been 
called “the golden complex.” Many 
persons have taken their initial limita¬ 
tions as a challenge to their spirits and, 
in spite of them, have become excep¬ 
tionally strong at the point where 
originally they were definitely weak. 
Such was the transformation of the 
puny Teddy Roosevelt into a dynamic 
embodiment of the strenuous life, and 
the making over of a stammering, 
harsh-voiced, and ungraceful Greek 
named Demosthenes into one of the 
world's outstanding orators. 

Not everybody can be a leader—we 
don't need that many! But the above 
considerations provide a substantial 
basis for hope in the effort one may 
make to increase his ability in this 
particular direction.

English Social Dreamer; American Mission Leader

Mark Dawber , director of 
Home Missions destinies 

M ARK Dawber is an unforgettable 
person; once seen, he is always 
remembered. A bit of dignity clings 
to his clothes but his manner is utterly 
unassuming. Although his speech is 
incurably English, his ideas have be¬ 
come thoroughly naturalized. Sincer¬ 
ity and honesty mark his actions. 

The Wesleyan Methodist Church 
and the British labor movement awak¬ 
ened a social passion in Mark Dawber 
which has found its ultimate expres¬ 
sion through the Methodist ministry 
in the United States. Success on a 
remote rural circuit placed his feet 
upon a ladder which has carried him 
to the secretaryship of the Home Mis¬ 
sions Council. 

Mark Dawber's father was a small- 
scale contractor who insisted that his 
son learn the trade. Cabinet-making 
and wood-carving proved much more 
appealing than construction work. He 
also attended Rusk in College at Ox¬ 
ford and the London College of Music. 

He was both a local preacher in the 
Wesleyan Methodist Church and 
much interested in the progressive 
phases of politics, which at that time 
was a not uncommon combination. 
Although his father sympathized with 
his son s views, they were something 
of an embarrassment to him in bis 
business dealings. Mark Dawber could 
see no chance of making even a dent 
in the existing social and economic 
order in England, although today he 
admits that Britain is moving farther 
and faster than he had ever thought 


possible. At the age of thirty he came 
to the United States. 

Some friends in Wilkes-Barre, Paffl 
gave him the use of a house in the 
near-by town of Dallas. He helped 
out in the local Methodist church by 
playing the organ—until somebody dis¬ 
covered that he could preach. He was 
asked to take care of a Sunday school 
and preaching service in the rural com¬ 
munity of East Dallas. Such was his 
success that when the pastor at Har¬ 
vey Lake became ill and died, young 
Dawber was requested to serve as sup¬ 
ply minister until the meeting of the 
Annual Conference. 

The district superintendent dis¬ 
cerned in him a man of unusual prom¬ 
ise and gave him more work to do. In 
due season he passed his examinations 
and was admitted to the Wyoming 
Conference, 

His first and only pastoral appoint¬ 
ment was a circuit of four one-room 
open 'Country churches serving a ter¬ 
ritory of 200 square miles. He was a 
newcomer to rural life but his British 
labor experience stood him in good 
stead. A4ost of the farmers in these 
charges were poor, but religiously 
minded. They needed leadership. 

Mark Dawber embarked on a var¬ 
ied program. Using the skills which 
his father had taught him, he repaired, 
improved, and enlarged the four build¬ 
ings. His musical training was inval¬ 
uable in promoting social gatherings 
on Saturday nights and at other times. 
He brought his people into contact 
with the Farm Bureau and other 
agencies making for rural betterment. 
At harvest festivals the farmers brought 
their "first fruits” in substantial 
amounts to he dedicated to the fur¬ 
therance of Christ's kingdom. 

These were the years of the first 
World War. When the farmers 
feared a labor shortage, Mark Dawber 
persuaded business groups from 
Wilkes-Barre to work with them in the 
harvest field. "They cost the farmers 
more than they were worth,” he re¬ 
members with a chuckle, "but out of 
these contacts came some farm-to-table 
arrangements for the sale of vegetables 


and fruits which proved quite profit¬ 
able.” 

Such achievements attracted atten¬ 
tion both to the community and to 
Mark Dawber. A Baptist writer "put 
him in a book”; the Methodists had 
him tell his tale far and wide. With 
the enthusiasm and funds developed 
by the Centenary movement, the 
Rural Department o£ the Board of 
Home Missions and Church Exten¬ 
sion established a chair of Rural Lead¬ 
ership in the Boston University School 
of Theology. To this Dr. Dawber was 
appointed. 

.He relished this chance to explore 
the New England viewpoint. To get 
practical experience for himself and 
to give his family an opportunity to 
know the values of rural life he bought 
a farm and lived on it. 

In addition to teaching, he super¬ 
vised the work of students who were 
preaching in rural churches. They 
were encouraged to approach their 
tasks in a clinical way. Facts were 
gathered, experiments tried, -conclu¬ 
sions tested. Many of these young 
men are now district superintendents 
or the pastors of important churches 
in various parts of the country. 

As an employee of the Department 
of Rural Work of the home missions 
board, Mark Dawber spent his sum¬ 
mers in field work. In 1924 he was 
called to Philadelphia to become super¬ 
intendent of the department. His new 
task was in many ways an enlargement 
to a national scale of the things he had 
been doing at Boston University. He 
stressed rural pastors' schools, particu¬ 
larly among the Negroes. He sought 
to exalt the rural church in the eyes 
of the district superintendents. He 
continually looked for men who were 
willing to make the rural ministry their 
vocation. 

At this time the Larger Parish idea 
was much in vogue. Methodism had 
always had circuits of several churches; 
the problem was to transform what 
had largely been a personal relation¬ 
ship to a minister into a corporate re¬ 
lationship between congregations. 

Meanwhile Mark Dawber was ac- 
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reported the % «• had had temporary api rovsl fro* ^sington, but that th® project for detach¬ 
ing men for th® Bureau hod never been carried through. He reported that Paul Coal; french 
docs not like the &au* of the bureau, that at the present aoaaut h* aante a eh to coco 
to u» through the Princeton project rather than through the original plan.

Bay her ton atated that ha haliavad that this project a&a eorth 
trying, at least as an experiment. 

Iu Tiae of the qutttion raised by aerrop Freeman concerning the name of the bureau there 
followed a discus elan of the suitability of the present one. Fred Libby said that ha 
thought t^et paolfiat support was all that as eoulri get anyway and that tha name should 
bs an appeal to cp pacifists rather than a hindrance. Tha question wstalad rained 
as to why th* t®rn pacifist was not Inconsistent with the tarn "research* as used In tha 
nama becausa a it seemed that is stated ear conclusions before we hed don# tha raeeerch. 

this point iheodore Pnullin said thai nil social research was based upon preconceptions 
* rather sssunptlcns and that wa had to keep In mind the ends that the person doing the 
research had in view. Bay Heston suggested finally that th* Issue of the nano should be 
sllowod to lie over until wa hed more experience with its eifeet upon the thinking and 
attitudes of people outside the Bureau. 

At this point the Bureau returned to n disueesion of finance and it woe decided that individuals 
members of the Bureau were to aid Herrop Freeman by suggesting names or by accompanying 
nia on calls uton individuals. 

A-oight Chalmers reported thet he had received mesea^eF from Harry Emerson Fosdiek pad 
Mr. Lathrop sending their regret* at being unable to attend the meeting of the Bureau. 

The meeting adjourned at about 4130 p.u. 









PEACE FOE ALL MANKIND 


With a resolution asking President Eoosevelt to implement 
the Atlantic Charter into a "World Charter for all man¬ 
kind" as a baclrjround, the-Commission on World Peace has 
adopted a broadened educational program-for carrying the 
moral and spiritual bases for a Just and durable peace to 
laymen and ministers. Its'annual session was the First 
Methodist Church, Evanston, Illinois, November 4-5 > 1942. 

"Church leaders represent the best thinking in America," 
Bishop Paul B. Kern, of Nashville, stated, "and they know 
more about what peace means than any other group. We 
must work now toward representation of the Christian 
Church at the peace table and in educating- our people on 
the bases for permanent peace." 

The 18 (out of 23 ) members of the Peace Commission at the 
annual meeting gave recognition to recent acts 6f the US 
government which-tend to promote the interests of world 
brotherhood and peace by adopting resolutions of commend- 
ation. 

(These were, as enumerated, The Atlantic Charter, the 
surrender of extraterritoriality in China, equal oppor¬ 
tunity for Negroes to serve the country, and-its plan to 
relocate individual Japanese and families in schools, on 
farms and in other civilian occupations.) 

As a basis for the entire educational program of the Peace 
Commission, a survey of attitudes and opinions of laymen 
on postwar peace problems is to be undertaken..."The re- 
s^U-’ts of this survey will indicate the areas in which 
emphasis must be given to get laymen thinking of the broad 
terms of world—wide peace when hostilities cease, anrt to 
obtain by cooperation in winning the Government's recog¬ 
nition of the part the Christian Church must play in 
peace negotiations," Dr* Boss, executive secretary, said.

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Cooperative Projects for 
Defense Areas Approved 

Five cooperative projects for military and 
defense communities are being jointly planned 
by the various religious bodies of Northern 
California together with the Federal Council 
of Churches and the Home Missions Council. 
Participation in these vital approaches to the 
staggering moral and religious problems pre¬ 
sented by these communities was approved by 
the State Missionary Board at its meeting 
on December 1. 

Two of the enterprises have to do largely 
with the dormitory, federal housing and trailer 
camp areas of Richmond and Vallejo. None, 
who has not kept in dose touch with these 
cities which have multiplied four or five times 
the population of two years ago, can realize 
the complexity and enormity of the problems 
presented. The separate churches are not 
equal to the task. They are asking for as¬ 
sistance in making a united approach. After 
careful consideration it has been recommended 
that in each of these cities two workers, a man 
and a woman, be employed to represent all the 
churches in the development of a varied pro¬ 
gram which will help meet the situation. 

Another enterprise is that of a union church 
in the temporary city of Marin, where there 
are thousands of ship workers who would 
otherwise remain unserved by any religious 
institution. Under the leadership of Norman 
Pendleton, work at Marin City has already 
begun. 

In the San Francisco and Sacramento areas 
workers are to be put in as the representa¬ 
tives of the Protestant churches in relation to 
the thousands upon thousands of service men 
and their families in these sections. The dis¬ 
trict chaplains of both Army and Navy have 
urged that this is one of the most important 
and necessary services the church can render 
the boys in the armed forces. Further details 
of these programs will be carried in later 
issues of the MESSENGER. 

Conference of Prospecfive 
Ministerial Students Planned 

The five theological seminaries in the Bay 
Area are inviting college and senior high 
school students who are thinking seriously of 
entering the Christian ministry to attend a 
conference to be held in Berkeley, December 
18, 19 and 20. Some of the outstanding re¬ 
ligious leaders of the Pacific Coast will be 
present to counsel with these prospective min¬ 
isters. Further information may be secured 
by writing President A. C. McGiffert Jr., Pa¬ 
cific School of Religion, 1798 Scenic Ave., 
Berkeley.

O. J. Goulter Writes From 
Shanghai 

Mrs. O. J. Goulter, who has just returned 
to California after a period of service in the 
Oklahoma Emergency Million campaign, writes 
that, after many months, a letter has been re¬ 
ceived from her husband, sent with a British 
repatriate to England, and forwarded from 
there. Mr. Goulter has been removed from 
Hofei to Shanghai. Mrs. Goulter writes, “He 
was well but evidently had not been treated 
as well as our other missionaries. All our 
personal effects were lost and he had been 
quite ill. He was very much disappointed at 
not being able to come home. But I am still 
hoping and praying that all will be well.” 
Mrs. Goulter will probably be in some of the 
Northern California churches in February. 

State Board to Survey New 
Communities 

During the first six months of 1943 surveys 
will be conducted in several new or rapidly 
growing communities which seem to be under¬ 
churched. This work is to be carried on under 
the direction of the state board with a view to 
locating or establishing needed churches in 
these areas. Milo J. Smith, who will complete 
his work with Emergency Million on December 
31, has been asked by the board to conduct 
these surveys. Northern California has made 
an important contribution to the Emergency 
Million in the loaning of Milo Smith, who has 
served as field director of the campaign. We 
welcome him back to the state and rejoice that 
he will be able to lead in this significant work 
of missionary development. 


New Vallejo Work Is 
Launched 

A new temporary housing area in Vallejo, 
the Lake Chabot project, with homes for three 
thousand families, is just being opened. Res¬ 
ponsibility for the religious mimstpy to this 
community has been assigned by the minis¬ 
terial association of Vallejo to the Christian 
Church. Within a few weeks this will be a 
community of not less than 14,000. The state 
board, hoping for the cooperation of the Home 
Department of the United Christian Mission¬ 
ary Society, has employed Mrs. M. R. Ely as a 
worker to supervise and develop the work in 
this new area. She is already at work. 

There is at the present time no school or 
community building in the project, so the in¬ 
itial work is one of survey, of enlistment of 
workers, of the development of neighborhood 
classes within the homes, and of promotion of 
religious life within the home. Organization 
can be developed that will make possible a 
reasonably well-established work by the time 
a building is available for community gather¬ 
ings. Tt is expected that the school auditorium 
will be kept under federal control and thus be 
available for uses for religious services. 

Experience in other areas similar to Lake 
Chabot has revealed the fact that in the com¬ 
munity are many people who have been church 
workers in their own home cities and that 
some of them are eager to cooperate as teach¬ 
ers and group leaders in the creation of church 
and church school in the government housing 
communities. The Vallejo church is cooperat¬ 
ing in the new enterprise. 


Year Book for 1942 Off the Press 

Just as the material for this months Chris¬ 
tian Messenger was going to the printer, the 
1942 Year Book of the Disciples of Christ was 
received in the State office. This book of over 
600 pages gives a picture of the organized 
activity of the Brotherhood. Included is a full 
list of the churches of the Brotherhood with 
their church membership, membership in mis¬ 
sionary organizations, number of additions, 
about the school enrollment, total giving for 
local church expense, offerings to missionary 
and benevolent agencies, and the per capita 
gift to all missions. Reports of the various 
Brotherhood enterprises are contained within 
the book.

Offerings to Unified Promotion 
Increase 

Reports received in the State Office for 
the months of July, August, September and 
October show that Northern California offer¬ 
ings to Unified Promotion are 17% above the 
offerings for the same months of 1942. The 
percentage of increase for October was smaller 
than for the preceding three months. Indica¬ 
tions are that the Thanksgiving offering will 
be considerably in excess of that of a year 
ago. The increase should be 25% for the first 
six months of the year if a little extra effort 
is made in each church.

MRS. H. S. GILLIAM 
For fifteen years Mrs. H. S. Gilliam was 
president of the Woman’s Missionary Organ¬ 
izations of Northern California and for sev¬ 
eral years was chairman of the South San 
Joaquin district and the representative on the 
State Missionary Board. Coming to Fresno 
nearly twenty-five years ago from the mid¬ 
west, she had a prominent place in the life of 
First Church. She was the founder and teach¬ 
er of the Queen Esther Class of young ma¬ 
trons. She served oh the educational com¬ 
mittee. She rarely missed a convention, dis¬ 
trict, state or international. An ordained min¬ 
ister, and the widow of a minister, Mrs. Gil¬ 
liam was intelligently and devotedly inter¬ 
ested in the world program of the church. 
During the past three years Mrs. Gilliam had 
been in ill health and on November 9 she 
passed away. During her illness, when un¬ 
able to attend church, it was her custom to 
have the bulletin for the day and follow in 
her private devotions the service of the con¬ 
gregation which she loved.

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PRESIDENT'S MESSAGE 

Dear Friends: 

First of all as we approach the 
holiday season I want to send to 
each of you individually Christ¬ 
mas greetings and a prayer that all 
the riches of the Godhead bodily 
shall be visited upon you through 
this season of the year. 

This year more than any time 
in history the Christmas story 
needs to be told with power and 
with understanding until men 
shall understand and believe the 
glad evangel.

For many years the expenses at 
the College have been very much 
greater than our income. ■ Conse¬ 
quently, we were continuously 
and progressively using up our 
resources. That situation has 
been stopped. We planned our 
expenditures this year so that 
they would not be greater than 
the regular income from our 
churches. If the church misun¬ 
derstands that program this year 
and should cut its giving to the 
College, then it would mean that 
we would be in the same situation 
we were in former years when 
our income was never equal to 
our expenditures. Let me sum the 
matter up in this way: Our ex¬ 
penses indeed will be less than 
they were in former years, but 
our' need is exactly the same as 
our income last year. So as we 
have tried to be honest and fair 
with the church by reducing our 
expenditures to the point of an¬ 
ticipated income, let the church 
keep faith with the College by 
keeping its gifts to the College at 
a high level. Thus we will all be 
able to come to the end of the year 
with gladness and with bills paid.

THE EDITOR SAYS— 

Last year the Chapman College 
Review was published on the basis 
of five issues a year. It is now a 
monthly publication twelve 
months a year, as a part of the 
promotional work of the College. 

The circulation in September 
was 3500. In December it is 4750. 

These things have not happened 
by accident. They are a part of a 
well defined program on the part 
of the present Administration to 
keep the churches and other 
friends of the College informed of 
everything that is happening on 
the campus. 


From time to time we have re¬ 
quested that local churches send 
us the names and addresses of 
their church officers and leaders, 
and the officers of their women's 
organizations and youth groups, in 
order that we might send them 
this monthly newspaper from the 
college. 

A number of churches have sent 
us this information, but there is 
a still larger number of churches 
whose members still do not know 
of the great progress that is being 
made at the College. 

The Chapman College Review 
will help to do two things in your 
church: 

1. It will keep the members in¬ 
formed about what is happening at 
the College. Chapman College is 
our Brotherhood school in Cali¬ 
fornia, and the churches and the 
members of the churches are em 
titled to know how the college is 
progressing. 

2. It will help to give the church 
a Brotherhood consciousness . One 
of the most discouraging situa¬ 
tions that any minister can face is 
to have a congregation that is so 
engrossed in its own local work 
that it fails to realize that it is a 
part of a larger Brotherhood that 
is world wide in its membership 
and in its service. Every time a 
Review is sent through the mails, 
it is in effect saying, “Here is a 
great work that is being done in 
Christian education—a task that 
is so great that no one church 
can do it alone. Here is a Brother¬ 
hood task.” The Review is a con¬ 
stant reminder that the local 
church's interests and work in 
Christian education extend far be¬ 
yond the confines of the local par¬ 
ish.

Lord, Teach Us How 


to Pray 


H UMAN desire measures God's 
opportunity. When desire is 
high and fervent, God is able to do 
much; but when desire is low or noble- 
desire is weak, God can do little. In 
learning to pray, then, we are learning 
to transform low desire into high. 
The prayer of affirmation is an effec¬ 
tive instrument in the transformation 
of desire. In moments of vivid aware¬ 
ness of the presence of God and when 
confidence in God is robust, desire is* 
elevated. Therefore, it is rewarding to 
utter short prayers of trust in God at 
frequent intervals. With the first 
thought upon awakening turn to God 
and say: “God is nearer now than 
hands or feet, yearning with intense 
longing to dwell all day long within his 
holy temple my body. Joyously will I 
give him opportunity by alertness and 
responsiveness." Then often pray one 
of these affirmations: 

The Lord is my shepherd, I shall not want* 
But thou, O Lord, art a God full of com¬ 
passion, and gracious, long-suffering, and 
plenteous in mercy and truth* 

God is love* 

The Spirit Himself pleads for us with un¬ 
speakable yearnings. 

For God loved the world so much that Fie 
gave His only Son. 

Surely goodness and loving-kindness shall 
follow me all the days of my life. 

My help cometh from God. 

The grace of God is sufficient for all my 
needs. 

Write out an affirmation, glance at it 
often and be reminded of the goodness 
and the power of God. Confidence in 
God changes human desire. 

' The prayer of adoration gives God 
opportunity to change desire. Vivid 
'awareness of the majesty and holiness 
of God produces longing, contrition, 
and determination. Therefore, watch 
God at work in the creative processes 
of nature; in the marvelous equipment 
of living creatures; in the noble re¬ 
sponses of human nature to the appeal 
of beauty and truth and goodness; in 
the matchless perfection of the at¬ 
titudes and actions of our Lord Jesus 
Christ. Oliver Wendell Holmes said: 

Lord of all being, throned afar. 

Thy glory flames from sun and star; 

Center and sovil of every sphere, 

Yet to cich loving heart how near! 

Lord of all life, below, above, 

Whose light is truth, whose warmth is love, 
Before thy ever-blaring throne 
We ask no lustre of our own.

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has become too academic for many of 
us. We have forgotten that the thing 
- that matters is the religious person, not 
religion per se, not something apart 
from life. And some of us are always 
in danger of making religion a pro¬ 
fession! 

Such folk should read that delight¬ 
ful book of sermons—nothing better— 
by Harry Emerson Fosdick, Living 
Under Tension , or his earlier volumes, 
The Secret of Victoriotis Living and 
Successful Christian Living . 

Quite naturally I like sermons and 
read lots of them. Sometimes one 
notes the marks of illegitimacy on 
them. Often they are the brain chil¬ 
dren of some of the masters and are 
adopted by the claimed father without 
license. On the whole one marvels 
that sermons are as good as they are 
considering the way men suffer so 
much from 'pressure groups” in this 
war-ridden world. But read Leslie D. 
Weatherhead (and I read his City 
Temple Tidings each month) in This 
Is the Victory and Thinking Aloud in 
War Time or that excellent volume by 
Leslie F. Church, and you will have 
fine preaching. 

That pair of books by the brilliant 
Scotchman, James S. Stewart, The 
Gates of the New Life and The Strong 
Name, remind one of Arthur J. Gos¬ 
sip, and that is high praise indeed. I 
know of no American sermons that 
satisfy me so much, though I am a 
great admirer of Ralph W. Sockman 
and Ernest F. Tittle, Methodists both, 
and have read their latest books, The 
Highway of God, Live for Tomorrow 
and The Lord r s Prayer, with delight 
and much personal profit. With them 
I put that master of public address, 
that preacher to preachers, George A. 
Buttrick, in warm praise of his mon¬ 
umental book on Prayer. 

The best piece of editing that I have 
seen in the field of religious books is 
done by Professor Thomas S. Kepler 
in a particularly usable and quotable 
series—sixty selections—entitled Con¬ 
temporary PaHigums Thought . This is 
a veritable library in itself! f have gone 
back to It again and again and will 
have it among my real reference books. 
And for a reference book it is the more 
valuable because of its bibliography 
and indices. Too bad that men don't 
substitute one real book on religion 
like this, for a dozen of the "tabloids” 
in the religious field.

Mental Health 

■REFERENCE is frequently made 
in this column to mental, health. 
What do we mean by the term? 
Health, either physical or mental, is 
difficult to define. Let us simplify this 
matter by suggesting at least three 
fundamental marks of mental health. 

First, in mental health all the nor¬ 
mal factors of personality are present; 
there is a complete inventory of essen¬ 
tia] "parts.” This consists chiefly of a 
"standard equipment” of drives, hun¬ 
gers, and major interests. Even if one 
comes into the world with all of these 
deposited within his psycho-physical 
system (which is open to question), it 
is quite possible for some of them to 
be injured through early or tragic ex¬ 
periences and to be weakened, some¬ 
times to the point of disappearance. 
For the most part, however, our 
deviation from mental health is not 
under this first category. 

In the second place, mental health 
requires not only the presence of this * 
equipment of all the essential factors 
of a normal personality, but also it 
demands that these be in a state of 
balance. Most deviations from mental 
health are caused by the loss of 
proper equilibrium between factors 
which are perfectly normal in them¬ 
selves. 

For example, a sense of modesty and 
a recognition of one's limitations is 
highly valuable; but when this char¬ 
acteristic is magnified out of its true 
proportion we have the devastating in¬ 
feriority complex. Again, caution and 
care are necessary for safe living, but 
they can become exaggerated into fears 
and phobias. Once more, a degree of 
self-interest is important for anyone, 
yet this can be expanded out of its 
relative position and make a person a 
hopeless egotist in one direction or a 
shrinking, hyper-sensitive neurotic in 
another. 

These conditions of mental ill- 
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health are brought .about, not by the 
presence of certain factors, but by their 
undue magnification and the resulting 
violation of the needful balance. Such 
equilibrium, of course, implies a good 
degree of inner organization or, as it 
is generally called, integration. And it 
is important for every personality to 
have it. 

Mental health depends, however, 
not only upon what we may call in¬ 
ventory, and upon equilibrium, but, 
in the third place, upon a certain 
quality in one's nature which can 
best be characterized by the word 
"resiliency.” When one thrusts his 
fist into a hollow ball of rubber, the 
surface yields and conforms to the 
shape of the fist; when he withdraws 
his fist the rubber promptly returns 
to its normal shape. Thus, by resilience 
we mean two qualities—the ability to 
yield under pressure without breaking, 
and the power to come back after 
having our normal conditions dis¬ 
turbed. 

Under the sharp blows of an un- 
friendly world some persons crack, or 
break to pieces. These must learn to 
yield while still remaining intact. The 
mental ill-health of others is evidenced 
by the fact that they never really re¬ 
cover from a loss, a sorrow, a bitter 
experience; they carry with them for 
years the serious disorganization due 
to some unwelcome experience of the 
past. 

This quality of resiliency of per¬ 
sonality is obviously of great worth in 
the hazard of living, and without it 
there can be no satisfactory mental 
health. The personality cannot be 
normal without it.

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DOUBLE DESTINY 


T^HE destiny of most students in college today is war—and 
^ possibly eventual death. We have set the stage—we must 
play our parts. There is no dodging this! Yet while millions 
of trained minds and eager spirits are directed toward the 
inevitable destiny that awaits them, they go because they 
hope that through that sacrifice will come the possibility of 
other destinies that will rid the world of the unintelligent 
suffering and injustice which has caused this present tragedy. 

The students in our colleges know now that knowledge will 
not suffice. They know now that power alone is inadequate. 
They know at this late hour that only men of good will living 
to serve their fellow men can change the world’s destiny from 
death to life and can stop the earth’s bleeding. That must be 
the incentive this year for the students and the brothers, 
sisters, mothers and fathers of students who make up the 
Christian family at this Christmas time. 

Methodist students are called to war and peace in this year. 
They are the men and women of good will who have a double 
destiny. They may die as others have died that the spirit of 
man can be free. But they will also live! For they are the 
men and women of Christian character who believe in love 
as a way of life, who place their faith in understanding, 
sympathy and fellowship, and who find their power not in 
the unbridled recklessness of men with machines but in 
the power of the spirit of man that finds its source of 
strength in God. 

Methodist Student Day in 1942 is a time to think again 
about the two hundred thousand Methodist boys and girls 
who are seeking the settlement of this world tragedy and 
who are preparing themselves to build again the peace that 
will come only through men who are dedicated to the prin¬ 
ciples of the One on whose birthday we remember the 
promise of peace to men of good will. 

Now more than ever before we must realize our responsi¬ 
bility. Through the influence of completely Christian edu¬ 
cation alone can we hope to direct the lives of these young 
people into the creative, constructive channels that will 
guarantee a better world than the pagan one in which they 
have been nurtured and which it now becomes their destiny 
to change.

RELIGION IN SOVIET RUSSIA. By 

N. S. Timasheff. (Sheed and Ward. 

Price, $2.) 

Amid the conflicting stories of the state 
of religion in Russia today comes this 
thoroughly documented account from an au¬ 
thority. a man who was associate professor 
of jurisprudence at the Poly technical Insti¬ 
tute of Petrograd at the time ►ol the Com¬ 
munist revolution and until 1921. For 
twenty-five years he has closely followed the 
antireligious movement in Russia. 

The Communist government has been, 
and is hostile to religion; but to strike re¬ 
ligion from the hearts of a people (among 
the most religious in the world) lias proved 
too great an under taking for that govern¬ 
ment. From the first the anti religious 
movement has lacked public support and the 
strangulation of the Christian faith by in¬ 
numerable decrees and laws, by withdrawal 
of State support from the Orthodox Church, 
by persecution and physical attack, finds the 
nation still one-half Christian and almost 
one-half ncmral. The secret Church and 
the belief of a people have not been liqui¬ 
dated and the government may yet try to 
tolerau, at least, that which will not die. 

Professor Timasheff corrects many erro¬ 
neous ideas, among them one that the 
Church in 1917 was "prostituted to the 
autocratic governmentThis book is a

Upton Close. (Appleton-Century. 

Price, $4.) 

This book is a timely answer to a public 
need. The American people have been 
blissfully ignorant of the real Japan. Look¬ 
ing toward the Atlantic, we have turned 
our back on the Pacific, Vainly imagining we 
could live in a separate 
world. Pearl Harbor 
has changed that, ami 
many other changes 
are yet to come. Who¬ 
ever wins, the war, we 
must live from now on 
in the same world with 
Japan as a major factor 
in our future destiny. 

Her vigorous people 
are not inferiors, but 
equals whom we need 
to understand, respect 
and learn to get along 
with as our neighbors. 

Upton Close, uni¬ 
versity professor, journalist and radio com¬ 
mentator, is one of our best American in- 
terpre ters of the Orient, Ft( >m long 
residence, constant study and intimate 
appreciation of Asiatic peoples he brings 
the information we need, rich in human 
interest and fair in judgment,

Seven years ago, the author foretold 
what was to happen in 1941. In the clos¬ 
ing chapter written in 1942 lie predicts 
that victory will not be enough. "We must 
know how to cook and flavor the pie as 
well as put our finger into it." The crisis 
is whether we can establish a global civi-. 
lization for the first time in history. If we 
only win the war and not the peace,. there 
will be greater wars to come. To win the 
peace we shall have to recognize the one¬ 
ness of the human family.

HOW TO RETIRE AND LIKE IT. By 
Raymond P. Kaighn. (Association

After a quarter century's experience in 
dealing with personnel-problems, the author 
declares that we are living in a period 
filled with the increasing likelihood that the 
average man will actually spend his re* 
el hung years In some state of retirement. 

"Keeping on the job until you drop in 
your tracks," he says, "may be heroic, but 
it is not necessarily' good sense." More 
than that, he proceeds to present the ar* 
resting thought that "retirement is not an 
experience to drift into unconsciously. It 
calls for preparation." 

The result of Mr. Kaighn's observations 
is a simple, understandable, and terrifically 
practical description of what a man must 
take into account as he faces lhe prospects 
of a retired-existence. The book assumes 
the proportions of a manual or handbook, 
written with the entertaining lift oF gifted 
counselor. —Frank E. Smith. 

WHAT’S THE GOOD WORD? By Max¬ 
well Nurnberg. (Simon and Schus¬ 
ter, Price, $2.) 

This book contains (according to the sub¬ 
title) "a new way to better English." It is, 
at least, a much more interesting way than 
the one pursued by most of us when in 
school. Tile author is a high-school teacher 
and is impressed by two facts: the alarming 
misuse of the mother tongue by most 
Americans and the uninteresting manner 
in which the rudiments of our language 
and its use have been taught. 

There is both more and less in this book 
than is generally found. Th^ere are fewer 
"rules" of the sort we all have tried and 
failed to learn. There are more helps given 
that will aid us m judging for ourselves 
about construction and forms of speech. 
Grammar is made an instrument of speech 
Instead of speech being warped into an 
instrument of grammar. Such vitally im¬ 
portant, but often neglected matters as 
enunciation, pronunciation and word deri¬ 
vation are dealt with briefly but clearly. 
Each chapter ends with a self-test list of 
ouestions. (The answers arc In the back of 
the bookl) Some of these tests appeared first 
iir The headers Digest w lie re they were 
very popular. 

It is probable that this book will be used 
successfully as a textbook and it is Heal 
for anyone who needs to check up on him¬ 
self and his use of bis country's language. 
And who doesn’t?

By Mar¬ 
garet Slattery. (Harper. Price,

circumstances under which Peter went to 
the house of the Roman Centurion, be¬ 
come as amazing as though today a Chris¬ 
tian in Holland had answered the summons 
of a German officer of the occupation to 
come to his house and talk about religion/

in a practical and helpful manner. Follow- 
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Brightening the Days 

Day by day, our Heavenly Father, radiate 
thy Jove and grace within our hearts and 
upon our faces that we way witness for 
thee amid die shadows of a darkened world. 
In the name of our Redeemer. Amen. 

One unceasing purpose—to brighten all 
days of shadows and darkness—runs through 
psaJms, prophecies, gospels, and the entire 
story of recorded religious experience* No 
mission of divine lovingkindness has more 
winsome quality. 

Truly many present days are dark with 
clouds, many hearts overflow with tearful 
sorrows, and many eyes see but dimly the 
ways and the workings of God. More than 
one lonely, despondent life is haunted by 
the fear, “My way is hid from the Lord." 
Yet the “brighteners" are not few or distant. 
They come swiftly as messengers and serv¬ 
ants of him— 

“Whose presence disperses our gloom 
And makes all within us rejoice.” 

The president of a great university re¬ 
cently urged his students to work seriously, 
and to use their recreations, not to absorb 
their lives, but to “brighten their days." 
It was a beautiful and helpful phrase, 
almost priceless in timeliness and value not 
only lo youths hut to older folks in all their 
entertainment, work and worship. 

Days arc brightened when the mind is 
held to wholesome thoughts. The art of 
cheerful and trustful dunking is not a 
special gift to a few spiritual geniuses. It 
is provided for all who will seek it, how¬ 
ever lowly in station or unskilled in talent. 
The mind responds readily to things of 
good repute in music, reading, pictures, and 
associations. 

Gloom disappears when the fountains of 
grace are permitted to flow full and clear. A 
spring at the foot of a hillside once supplied 
pure water. Later it was neglected and be¬ 
came a slow trickle, choked by decaying 
weeds and leaves. A vacationer camped 
near by one summer and cleaned out the 
noxious debris. The spring seemed to leap 
with joy and ran a full stream of water. 

The parallel is plain to those who have 
neglected promises, prayer and former kind¬ 
nesses to others. 

A young woman on her way home from 
work on a December day bought a paper 
from a shivering newsboy.

generation. Jesus' neighbors and his fellow 
countrymen were victims of invasion, sub¬ 
jugation, exploitation, misery, fear, hatred, 
and despair. Our own stricken civilization 
needs to learn no lesson so urgently as to 
gain understanding of Jesus* way of win¬ 
ning freedom and power, for nothing else 
is so needed as fortitude to walk the way 
of the cross. 

Long before the totalitarianism of present- 
day dictators there was the totalitarianism of 
Christ. Not ten per cent of energy, re¬ 
source, life—not ten per cent but total sur¬ 
render lo him is required of true disciples. 
Confidence in the validity of Jesus' way of 
life depends upon vivid awareness of the 
presence of God and abiding trtlst in him. 
Therefore, let us desire with consuming 
passion to know the will of God and deter¬ 
mine with the utmost resoluteness to do his 
holy will. As George Matheson wrote in 
the great hymn: 
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“Make me a captive, Lord, 

And then I shall be free; 

Force me to render up my sword, 

And I shall conqueror be. 

I sink in life's alarms 

When by myself I stand; 

Imprison me within thine arms, 

And strong shall be my hand." 

God never misses an opportunity. There¬ 
fore, let us pray without ceasing, remem¬ 
bering the three ways in which our prayers 
for others may help. 
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According to John A . Cox

rf^HE prayer of cotifession gives God 
opportunity. When we become 
vividly aware of the contrast between 
what we are and what we could be, 
and when we call upon God for for¬ 
giveness and help, he is able to give us 
guidance and strength. 

Paul once cried out: “Wretched man 
that I am! Who can save me from 
this deadly lower nature? Thank God! 
it has been done through Jesus Christ 
our Lord!” (Romans 7. 24 Williams* 
Translation.) And on another occa¬ 
sion he exclaimed: “It is when I am 
weak that I am strong/* (2 Corin¬ 
thians 12. 10, American Translation.) 

Here is a profound truth: when a 
person is weak and knows that he is 
weak and, therefore, cries out for help, 
God is able to give strength, and 
whereas he was weak now he has be¬ 
come strong. 

We ought, therefore, to pray fer¬ 
vently for vision to see ourselves as we 
are seen by God. Vividness of con¬ 
trast between present actuality and fu¬ 
ture possibility is increased when we 
measure our own attitudes and actions 
by the mind and stature of Christ. 
Penitence is a pathway which must be 
traveled on the way to communion 
with God. The higher our adoration 
and the deeper our gratitude, the 
keener our sense of unworthiness and 
the more vivid our awareness of guilt. 
The gulf between our most ennobling 
experiences and our worse moments is 
wide and appalling. 

Moreover, we sin corporately, as 
members of families, groups, classes,J 
nations, races. Sinning by syndicate is 
often more devastating than sinning 
individually. One has only to mention 
present-day words—“secularism,** 1 ^seg¬ 
regation,** “individualism,** “national¬ 
ism,** “imperialism,** “militarism**—to be 
reminded cf the extent of our corporate 
sinning. Nothing less than penitence 
affords God the best opportunity. 

Two men once went up to the 
Temple to pray. One of them prayed 
arrogantly and hypocritically, while the 
other prayed humbly and penitently. 
)These same two ways of praying are 
now open to us, as individuals and as 
Americans. And only one of these 
ways gives God opportunity. 

The prayer of intercession opens

doors so that God may enter. In at 
least three ways praying for another 
person may help to open that life to 
the purposes of God. 

First, the prayer may make a direct 
impact by thought transference and 
help the individual to turrl to God. 
Dr. Alexis Carrel, eminent scientist, 
bears witness in these words: 

Clairvoyance and telepathy are a primary 
datum of scientific observation. Those 
endowed with this power grasp the secret 
thoughts of other individuals without using 
their sense organs. They also perceive events 
more or less remote in space and time. . , . 
Telepathic communications occur frequently. 
. , , Knowledge of the external world may 
come to man through other channels than 
sense organs. It is certain that thought may 
he transmitted from one individual to an¬ 
other, even if they are separated by long 
distance. 

The second way in which interces¬ 
sion is effective is the influence of the 
prayer upon the intercessor himself. 
Sometimes God answers intercessory 
prayer through the vision and strength 
given to the praying person, who is 
thus able to help the other individual 
to open his life to God. 

And, third, sometimes intercession 
establishes a new relationship between 
the intercessor and the person for whom 
the prayer is uttered. Moreover, we 
are justified in using intercession be¬ 
cause Jesus was so faithful in this 
practice and because his most loyal 
disciples through the centuries have 
prayed for others. Intercession opens 
the way for God to bestow rich blessings 
alike upon the object of the prayer 
and the intercessor. 

The prayer of social action gives God 
opportunity. Desire is reflected most 
brilliantly in action. What we do re¬ 
veals desire more clearly than what 
we say. Therefore, we should pray 
while we work and make work itself 
a prayer. To the prayer that we may 
know the will of God must be added 
the petition for strength to do God*s 
will. 

Prayerful work should include efforts 
to win individuals to Christ, win them 
in the truest and most comprehensive

sense; and also efforts to transform our 
semi-pagan society into a Christian 
social order. Personal religion and so¬ 
cial reconstruction alike are impera¬ 
tively required. It is not enough to 
convert individuals; it is not sufficient 
to change the structure of society; both 
are indispensable. 

Tragic, indeed, is the fallacy that 
changed environment would in itself 
produce the kind of men and women 
needed. And equally tragic are the 
consequences which flow from the idea 
that genuinely converted individuals 
could make satisfactory use of any type 
of social system. Concerning the struc¬ 
ture of society the query arises: if all 
men were truly surrendered to the 
will of God, could they then live with 
equal satisfaction under Fascism, Com¬ 
munism, individualism, and Socialism? 
Is love toward God and love toward 
man equally possible under various so¬ 
cial systems? 

If the Lord's Prayer should be fully 
answered and God*s will should he 
done on earth as it is in heaven, would 
the kingdom of God resemble Fascism 
or Communism or individualism or So¬ 
cialism? If the answer is that it could 
not possibly be mistaken for any of 
these systems, then we need to ask: 
What changes in existing social systems 
are required before the divine society 
on earth can become a reality? 

In the effort to find correct answers 
to these questions, Christians must sat- 
ura te themselves with the mind of 
Christ and must also become students 
of contemporary social problems. We 
must love God with our minds, if his 
will is to he done in our actions. 

Therefore, we must pray more fer¬ 
vently the prayer of commitment . Our 
surrender to Jesus Christ must be more 
complete and our dedication to the 
service of God and his children must 
be more resolute. The most urgent 
need of the hour is for men and women 
who will capture Jesus* trust in God, 
reflect his spirit, and use his methods. 
Complete surrender to him and to his 
way of life opens wide the door to the 
presence of God and leads into fields 
of loving ministry to kinsmen. 

We cannot remind ourselves too 
often of the extraordinary parallels be¬ 
tween the needs of Jesus* contempo¬ 
raries and the needs of our own 
(Concluded on page 27) 
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in the social institutions, in the 
Church, and in the schools, and fewer 
still in business, have very much 
sense of social responsibility, especially 
on a world scale. Our Government 
apparently realizes this and is under¬ 
taking on a vast scale to correct what 
must be regarded as grave defects in 
our national educational system and in 
our home training. 

What all this means for the world¬ 
wide mission of the Church is appar¬ 
ent. All through the years we have 
had to battle against the lack of world 
vision, sympathy and understanding 
among the people. We have had to try 
to make unselfish, devoted world ser¬ 
vants out of provincially-minded indi¬ 
viduals. Sometimes the missionary- 
minded folks appear to be a minority 
group in the churches. Now it is ap¬ 
parent that the whole membership of 
the Church must come to an under¬ 
standing of the new life in the world 
we no\v face, and that the Church 
must take leadership in bringing the 
whole of America into new relation¬ 
ships with the world. 

Furthermore, we are compelled to 
do, this if we meet the reactions that 
the overseas troops will bring back to 
their homes from their contacts all over 
the world. Never was there a time 
when missionary education, properly 
understood and properly integrated, 
has been as much needed in the 
churches as now. 

In the future immediately ahead of 
us, there looms before us the relation 
of the Church and its world mission 
to the problems growing out of the 
war, and of the days of reconstruction 
and rehabilitation at the close of the 
war. On the basis of a United Na¬ 
tions victory, ' we see a new set of 
problems facing us especially in all 
the war zone lands. The destruction, 
of property and life, the dislocation of 
populations, the destruction of cities 
and villages, the uprooting of the 
countryside have been so vast and so 
extensive in many lands, (and may yet 
be even more widespread), as to make 
it necessary for the Christian forces 
to adapt their activities in order to 
meet whatever needs are immediate 
when peace is restored. 

Without doubt, the missionaries 
will have an enormous responsibility, 
as well as opportunity, when this day 
comes. The very fact that they know 
the languages, can find their way 
around, are acquainted with the peo¬ 


ple, can be trusted with administration 
to a far greater degree than others 
more quickly recruited and trained, 
show's what they will face when they 
return to their fields. The problems 
of postwar reconstruction are already 
assuming such vast proportions that it 
is now' clear that they will be met 
only by Government agencies on an 
international scale. The churches will 
have to find w'ays of fitting into this 
picture so that the largest possible 
service can be rendered. 

For these tasks and for such a day, 
the Foreign Missions Conference of 
North America and similar groups in 
other lands, the International Mission¬ 
ary Council, and the Provisional Com¬ 
mittee of the World Council of 
Churches have been brought into the 
world. All of them and many other 
Christian agencies are already begin¬ 
ning the study of these problems. 


"I am Jehovah Ropheda”—Exodus 15. 26. 

TN this passage the name of God is 
^ translated, “I am the Lord that 
healeth thee." In Genesis 22. 14, and 
Exodus 17. 15, the Hebrew names are 
printed in the English as ]ehovah-jireh 
and Jehovah-nissi. With each new 
experience of God, the Hebrew' added 
a name-quality to his vocabulary. 

Matthew 9. 22 is one of many texts 
on the healing powder of God: “Daugh¬ 
ter, be of good comfort; thy faith hath 
made thee whole." Jesus taught that 
his healing was all the work of the 
Father: “The Father that dwelleth in 
me, he* doeth the works." 

Medicine and surgery are young? 
and psychiatry is but an infant among 
the sciences. But faith in the direct 
healing action of God goes back to the 
beginning of any kind of faith in God. 

Christian doctors agree that the ac¬ 
tual healing powder is not in their 
materials or manipulations, but is God 
himself. The Church is returning to 
the religious aspect of healing. 

The modern Christian can ,ask his 
minister and Church to pray for him 
and help him to health. He need not 
w'ait for psychology to explain all about 
it. He can use his faith before the 
doctor can arrive. If he needs a doctor 
he can employ one, knowing that God 


In the postwar world the problems 
of united planning, further co-opera¬ 
tion, and church unity on the part of 
the Christian forces will increasingly 
press upon us. Right now, as never 
before, the weakness of the Protestant 
position as a world force lies in its 
disunity. As this is increasingly real¬ 
ized, and especially as the younger 
churches come to view' their postwar 
tasks,' w^e wall perforce engage in more 
united enterprises. 

As w r e look at our work and at our 
w'orld in perspective, we are sometimes 
puzzled, confused, and anxious but 
never disheartened or discouraged. We 
are concerned only with our ability to 
help the Church to fit into the new T 
world now in the making, and to have 
the courage and the faith to declare, 
that in Jesus Christ, in the fellowship 
of his Church and in the power of 
his Spirit, will w'orld peace come. 


is still the Healer and that faith will 
assist whatever the doctor does. 

Three articles of faith will help to 
avail ourselves of this healing power: 

1. I believe that all healing is di¬ 
vine : Healing after operations and 
medication is as divine as when Moses 
heard the Lord say, “I am Jehovah 
Ropheda” All healing of whatever 
nature, God does it. God does not 
leave when the doctor enters. God as 
Healer prevents and cures sickness. 

2. I believe that health is the will 
of God: Jesus was against sickness. 
He sent out some fishermen to heal 
the sick and restore balance to demon- 
possessed minds. For 300 years the 
Church continued this practice. 

3. I believe that my faith in God 
is a healing factor: “Thy faith hath 
made thee whole." Love, forgiveness, 
and trust work together for health. 
Jesus aroused faith in the minds of 
his suppliants. The Church can do 
this now. 

In case of sickness or any other 
crisis, first call on the God that heals 
us, and then call on man and ma¬ 
terials as God may direct. You may 
not need anything more for your heal¬ 
ing than this confident contact with 
Jehovah Ropheda .

WOMAN'S DAY - 1890-1942 

Woman's Day, originally "National C. 
W. B. M. Day," was first observed on 
July 6, 1890. Missionary Tidings of June, 
1890, called the women to observe this 
day and stated the purpose of the ob¬ 
servance in the following manner: 

"Let us, dear sisters, so pray and work in our 
preparations that this shall be a day not alone 
to raise funds, but a day on which to present to 
alt our churches the claims of our work as an 
organization; a day into whose observance will 
come sympathetic support, through sermon and 
exhortation of the pastor; a day to which we 
may bring all our talent of voices and pen and 
song, and an enlargement of hearts and gifts; 
a day to which will joyfully come the children 
with boundless blessing; a day that shall become 
a rich spiritual feast, such as none other of the 
year. can bring; the grand high festival of all 
days, when loyal Christian women joyfully and 
thankfully prove their love for Him by- obeying 
His great command." 

Although the day was changed in 1898 
to the first day in December, Woman's 
Day has continued to be observed with 
its emphasis on the missionary challenge 
of the church.

It was with a decided shock that I picked up your 
last letter the other day and realized that it was nearly 
a year since I received.it. It was very welcome even 
if my slowness in replying would seem to belie it. 

Our little family iswell at present, but we have 
just come through a very difficult four months of sick¬ 
ness with the children, bronchitis and a sinus infection 
with Roger, whooping cough, bronchial pneumonia and in¬ 
fected ears with Meredith. Seems to me I have lived in 
a fog of weariness and sleeplessness for weeks on end. 

Nov/ we hope there will be no more illness for this winter. 

The children are growing apace. Roger is ten now 
and in the fifth grade; Meredith will be four next month 
and can't wait to get to school with the other children. 

She is a little beauty, if I do say so, and the apple of 
her father's eye. A son and a daughter make a very nice 
family, as I think you will agree. 

Hatton is Radio Corporation of America, head of the 
marine divisioft of their Frequency Bureau, a technical coor¬ 
dinating bureau for all the organizations which make up the 
Corporation. He is an air-raid warden both here in Rye 

and in the city at the office, and since they are drafting 
married men with children here, our whole lives may be 
changed in the next few months, for he comes within the age 
limit by one year. 

As for me, about now I could wish that I was one of 
the stolid, unimaginative souls who don't think, for being 
the other type keeps me in a most tenible turmoil over 
this horrible war. It doesn't seem to effect others 

around me the same way, but it is utterly impossible for 
me to think of it as a glorious mass crusade; always it is 
in my mind reduced to the wrecked lives and homes of the 
individual, whether enemy or friend. 

You know, I find it hard to think of you and Alma as 
grandparents, but I know you must revel in it, even as my 
parents are right now, for Connie has a nine-months old 
ba^y son and lives only ten miles from them. I always 

think of Kay and Mary as the youngsters who used to come 
into the office. 











You undoubtedly know that Barbara left Sherwood a - 
year ago and is now living in Berkeley* She found 

him to be getting increasingly erratic and irresponsible! 
making everything so difficult all round that she was 
most unhappy and continually upset* Reinie, I mow* 
hated to have her leave Sherwood* and I haven’t had a word 
from him or Mrs* Eddy since that time. Perhaps you will 
have some news of him for me* 


I do hope this finds you and all the family in the 
best of health and spirits* It brings our combined 
greetings to you and Alma for a Merry Christmas and a 
New Year of continuing happiness*’

On December 2 I was sentenced to 2 yrs. I was first given 3 yrs; as I started out 
of the court the judge said, "Make it 2 yrs, you f ve already served one." Strange 
the power one man has over another* Would you be willing to be one of my corres¬ 
pondents? I could not receive the Robin but would like to keep up with what the 
group is doing and thinking. In regard to registration for women, as Jesus said, 

"Go and report what thou seest." That T s my answer, and I say it very humbly. My 
4000 mile hitch-hiking trip in Oct. was most pleasant, I had an excellent visit 
home in Texas, then with David White and the Byerlys, missed Leon Thomson, met Des 
Moines FOR, friends in Chicago; Wallahalla, Wellston and Coshocton CPS, Mich, state 
FOR, Columbus, Cincy, Louisville, Nashville, Memphis and Jackson. It does something 
to one’s soul to place himself at the mercy of others. We.work so hard to be inde¬ 
pendent of each other, and are embarrassed to ask or receive.

A CHRISTMAS MANIFESTO 

Addressed to American laymen and pastors 

everywhere and signed by . . 

C h rist in n i nmis t ers 

In the Christmas spirit of “peace on earth and 
good will toward men” we whose names are 
attached hereto send greetings to our fellow 
Christians. 

In view of the confusion in the minds of many 
Christians, both laymen and pastors, with respect 
to the churches' responsibility in relation to the 
peace that should follow this war, we have been 
moved to set down, humbly and yet boldly, cer¬ 
tain guiding principles which we commend to all 
Christian believers at this Christmas season. 

I. Foundations in Religious Faith 

We hold that the Christian Church in times 
like these is called upon to speak a distinctive 
and clarifying word. It must exercise positive 
and creative leadership toward a just and lasting 
peace, It must face the fact of war and reinforce 
its members to endure the hardships, sufferings, 
losses and spiritual anguish which war brings, but 
without retracting its solemn judgments upon the 
evil of war. Its word and judgments must be 
drawn not from the standards or emotions of 
secular life but from the gospel of Christ. 

Our Christian faith rests upon the conviction 
that God is the Father of all men, including the 
citizens of those nations with which our country 
is at war, and that all persons are of supreme 
worth. The coming of God's Kingdom, for 
which every Christian prays when he uses our 
Lord's Prayer, requires that all men work with 
God for peace and justice in ways consistent 
with his righteous and loving will. It is our faith 
that the living God acts in human events, calling 
men and nations to repentance, changing and 
empowering responsive human wills, bringing to 
naught the evil devices of men and insuring the 
ultimate triumph of his righteousness. On these 
foundations of faith we maintain our hope in the 
possibility of a just and lasting peace. 

II. Dufies and Functions of fhe Local Church 

The local church must fulfill today the special 
responsibilities which fall upon her to render 
Christian service to all victims of the war. The 


normal functions of the local church also must 
be faithfully carried on; services of worship main¬ 
tained; the instruction of children, young people 
and adults continued; the sick and shut-ins 
visited; the sorrowing comforted; and an intelli¬ 
gent and consecrated interest manifested in all 
that pertains to the well-being of the entire com¬ 
munity. Especially must we serve the young 
men of this generation who are in the Service, 
in cities, in camps, and on ships all over the 
world. In addition we must help anxious parents, 
bind tip broken families, remember men whose 
businesses are severely disrupted or completely 
destroyed, seek to serve individuals and families 
forced by war conditions to live and labor in con¬ 
gested industrial areas and befriend all refugees 
and evacuees in this and other lands. We must 
also maintain fellowship with youth assigned to 
Civilian Public Service camps or in prison for 
conscience' sake. All these the Christian Church 
should lift up before God in prayer, and serve 
with sympathetic and intelligent devotion. 

The Church can never forget that all hitman 
beings are members of the family of God, We 
must ever believe that the only healing for the 
“brokenness” of the human family is an ever 
deeper sense of man's interdependence and of 
his dependence upon God. As fellow members 
of the family of God we must renounce all atti¬ 
tudes of hatred, vengeance, or vindictive punish¬ 
ment. This is not mere sentiment, but arises 
from a deep conviction that justice must be ad¬ 
ministered in love and must be devoted to the 
well-being of the individual and all mankind. 

The local church should also unite with other 
churches in diligently studying how to secure a 
just and durable peace. To this end churches 
should organize local study groups to consider, 
in the spirit and purpose of Christ, various phases 
of world reconstruction, and especially the firid¬ 
ings of the Delaware Conference. Thus they 
can develop informed and convinced church 
members who, working in co-operation with 
Christians everywhere, can make a substantial 
impact upon the peace terms to be achieved at 
the end of the war. 

III. A United World Charter 

We affirm our belief in democracy and its faith 
in the dignity and worth of human beings and 
their interdependence in the family of God. We

propose to labor for a more equitable world order 
based on mutual aid and a human welfare 
economy instead of a power economy. This 
world order must include: 

1. These rights of man: 

The right to life, liberty anti equality opportunity 
in all areas of life* political, social, economic, or 
religious, irrespective of race, creed, color, national- 
ity or sex; 

The right of the governed to alter their govern¬ 
ments or institute new ones to protect their freedom 
and further human welfare; 

2. These rights of nations: 

Equality of access to the raw materials and markets 
of the world; 

Equitable distribution of surplus populations in the 
less occupied portions of the world; 

Equality of treatment of all races in the application 
of percentage quotas in immigration laws; 

Equality of treatment in regard to naturalization; 
Equitable representation in a World Federation of 
Nations; 

3. These freedoms for all peoples: 

Freedom from fear and want; 

Freedom of speech and press and radio; 

Freedom of assembly and petition and organiza¬ 
tion; 

Freedom of worship; 

4. These opportunities for the individual citizen : 

A chance to work. A job for every able-bodied 
citizen either in private industry or in a govern¬ 
ment project; 

Cultural opportunity. Adequate provision for 
everyone to enjoy rest, relaxation, and cultural 
development; 

Freedom from insecurity in sickness and old age, 
through adequate medical care and pensions; 

Equal educational opportunity in public schools; 
Deliverance from oppression because of race, creed 
or color; 

A share with all other citizens in the operation of 
the nation’s form of government; 

Freedom to worship in accordance with the dictates 
of conscience. 

In keeping with our recognition of these demo¬ 
cratic rights and freedoms: 

We seek the abolition of imperialism in all areas of 
life, political, social, economic, educational, and 
religious. For peoples not yet in a position to 
decide their own destiny there should be a period 
of preparation catried out by some form of inter¬ 
national organization and without exploitation. 
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As we resent any desire on the part of other nations 
to dominate the world, so we affirm that our own 
nation should not seek to dominate it. Wo would 
impose on the peoples of Germany, Italy, and Japan 
no penalties or indemnities other than war itself 
imposes. We appeal for peace on the basis of 
' mutual repentance for sins, and of renunciation of 
leadership and policies which lead to war, and 
invite others to enter with us into a new world 
order based on equality and opportunity for all. 
We would work with all nations of good will, what¬ 
ever ibeir particular form of government, for the 
establishment of a co-operative world order, pro¬ 
vided that tn the group forming the original nucleus 
white and colored peoples alike are represented. 

IV. A Definite Next Step 

We believe that the time has come for the 
peace aims of the United States to be formulated 
and announced to the world in the most impres¬ 
sive and representative manner possible. This 
must be done in an impressive way in order that 
our allies and out enemies may know what this 
nation proposes to do when hostilities cease. It 
should also be done in a thoroughly representative 
way in order to provide the maximum guarantee 
of good faith. Remembering the frustration of 
Woodrow Wilson's Fourteen Points at the close of 
the First World War, enemy countries may now 
rather cynically, hut naturally, discount any 
proffered peace unless the American people as 
a whole have explicitly under written it. 

It is also desirable that the President, in whom 
is lodged the power to execute the nation's will at 
the end of the war, shall know what the general 
will oF the American people really is as he faces 
the complicated and crucial problems of the post¬ 
war settlement, A statement of peace aims is 
needed, therefore, which has been arrived at by 
the democratic process and which will constitute 
a moral mandate from the people and thus 
strengthen the hands of the President in deal¬ 
ing with those who are now our enemies, and 
also with our allies, when hostilities shall cease. 

Moreover,, even while the war is still being 
fought, such a statement of peace aims, represent¬ 
ing the just and friendly purpose of the American 
nation, would strongly tend to shorten the con¬ 
flict by effectively raising the question in enemy 
countries as to whether the prolongation of the 
terrific sufFcring and sacrifices which they are 
now enduring is not too high a price to pay for 
any probable gain by continued fighting. 
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We believe that the responsibility for provid¬ 
ing such a charter of peace rests upon Congress- 
It is by Congress that the public will of the na¬ 
tion becomes articulate through laws binding 
upon the whole people. But Congress also is 
competent to formulate public opinion concern¬ 
ing any matter, domestic or foreign, which it be¬ 
lieves the people desire to have crystallized and 
promulgated as the representative expression of 
their sentiment and purpose. We believe that 
the people of the United States need to have their 
peace aims thus defined by Congress in broad 
outline as soon as possible and in terms of guiding 
principles the execution and implementation of 
which would be, of course, the President's task 
and function. 

Ipro this end we call upon Congress to appoint 
at once a Congressional Commission on America's 
Peace Aims, to be composed of the most compe¬ 
tent citizens obtainable, and containing represent¬ 
atives of all political parties and the most trusted 
leadership ol the churches, of education, of inter¬ 
national law, of science and of philanthropy. 
Such a commission, we suggest, should be in con¬ 
tinuous session while the war lasts, studying the 
world situation, conducting public hearings, and 
giving due consideration to proposals for peace 
aims from whatever responsible source they may 
come. 

As rapidly as substantial recommendations can 
be formulated, this commission would report to 
Congress and the President its conclusions as to 
the principles and character of the post-war world 
order which it believes the United States will 
support when victory, or willingness on the part 
of our enemies to negotiate, shall place the power 
in its hands to do so. Debates in Congress con¬ 
sidering such recommendations would pro¬ 
foundly educate public opinion in preparation for 
the responsibilities which the nation will face 
when the hour comes for organizing peace—re¬ 
sponsibilities which will be as grave and are sure 
to be more prolonged than those we now bear 
in the waging of war. To this end other nations 
should also be invited to establish similar com¬ 
missions. 

We call upon all citizens to join us in bringing 
this proposal to the attention of Congress and 
urging our senators and representatives to act 
upon it. In such an undertaking all schools of 
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political, social and international thought can 
unite. To it we especially invite at this Christ¬ 
mas season the ardent and devout support of our 
fellow believers in all Christian churches whether 
they be Catholic or Protestant, conservative or 
liberal, pacifist or non-pacifist. We also hope 
that our Jewish brethren will unite with us in 
seeking these ends. And, we would appeal to 
h multitude of high-minded men and women 
without definite church affiliation, who share 
our concern for all humanity, also to join with 
us in this concrete next step toward shorten¬ 
ing the war arid preparing for the peace.

HAPPY NEW YEAR! dear friends, near and far, whose greetings 
have come to us at this Christmas time with even more than usual 
warmth and inspiration. It was a real regret to us that we could not 
write to you before Christmas. We %vere thinking of you and were 
measuring the “good things'* of life in terms of friendship, loyalty, 
comradeship and cooperative effort. 




Now that word has come from you we know that very many of 
you have also met great changes in the year that is past — sickness, 
death and the separations and adjustments caused by the war. Only 
two of the 250 messages which came to us mentioned the prospect of 
a complete family reunion for Christmas! 


Our family report in brief is as follows: Morris and Betty wel¬ 
comed last February a darling little daughter, Ellen Margaret, born on 
the very day of my dear father's funeral. After finishing his intemeship 
in Philadelphia, they went to Bethesda, Maryland, where Morris spent 
the summer in the new National Naval Hospital, Thence they went 
to Pensacola for an autumn of training in the Air Corps. Late in 
November. Morris received his orders to report by December 6th at 
Norfolk, Virginia for duty with the Atlantic Fleet as a Flight Surgeon* 
This meant an early reunion for our family, and we were thankful in¬ 
deed to have a reunion at all! Marian came from Chicago, and we 
had some precious days together which we shall always cherish. Before 
Christmas they had gone — Morris to sea, Marian back to her work 
in the Traveler's Aid Society, and Betty and Ellen to Kansas to spend 
Christmas with the Hanson Family whom Betty had not visited for 
six years. 


Janet entered Syracuse University in September and is majoring 
in voice. At the time of our reunion she was deep in rehearsals for 
a comic opera presented by the university "Tambourine and Bones 
Society" in which she had a leading role — a great thrill, as you know, 
to a girl of seventeen. 

Betty and Ellen will be returning in January to live with us "for 
the duration.'* In anticipation of this possibility we moved in September 
from our apartment to a small home where we are now cozily settled 
and near the university and the park and rose garden where Ellen 
may spend many happy hours when warm weather comes. Incidentally 
we have at last experienced the low reaches of a real Syracuse winter 
with the temperature twenty-six degrees below zero on Christmas 
Sunday! 









I have continued my work at the First Presbyterian Church with 
a delightful added project last fall in the remodelling of a house which 
was bought for the Nursery, Kindergarten and Primary Departments 
of the Church School. It was dedicated on November 29th and is both 
attractive and practical and a great boon to the teachers of the little 
children* We are even now being asked by the City Committee on 
Child Welfare to open it for a day nursery school for children of 
working mothers* It is estimated that there may be some 13,000 women 
in war industries in this city during 1943* 

Among the joys of the year was the welcoming to our home at 
intervals of Madame W. S* New of Shanghai who was traveling among 
the Teachers' Colleges and made '726" her home base. She is a dear 
friend of many years and like a sister to us so that it was possible to 
treat her as a member of the family and go on with our several tasks, 
yet profit in evening moments by her great wisdom and graciousness* 
It has also been a real privilege to introduce to American friends a 
Chinese woman of such maturity and culture* one who has experienced 
the ravages of war in her own land, has witnessed untold suffering, 
has met the greatest losses and still walks the earth with head erect 
and soul alive* She has brought immeasurable blessing to the students 
of this state and to us personally* 

We are thankful to say that Egbert's sister May and her husband 
and daughter were able to leave China in the late summer and come 
the long route via Africa toward home* They are now in England, 
hoping daily for opportunity to cover the last lap of their journey* 
Andrew was for seven months in hospital before leaving Tsinan, but 
a member of the station reported to us that even from his bed he was 
a blessing and a real source of strength to the Americans and British 
as well as the Chinese in that city* 

As we look forward to 1943 one wish embraces all — that peace 
may come to this troubled world. So, for your dear ones and for ours 
and for all noble youths the course of whose life has been so drastically 
altered we pray for — PEACE!

Dear Friends: 

During this Christmas Season we have been keenly conscious of 
and deeply grateful for fellowship with many friends around the world, 
hvery one of us is affected by the global war. Taxes, higher prices, 
rationing and dear ones in military service, in conscientious objectors’ 
camps or in civilian defense work remind us of the total nature of the 
conflict. Surely this is no time for the shouting of slogans or the calling 
of names, but rather for the calmest, clearest thinking we have ever 
done — and the most courageous action — so that each person who 
remains at home may have every assurance that the terrific price we 
^ being forced to pay in this global war shall not be in vain, and 
that those in- uniform may become increasingly dedicated with us to 
the achievement of a just and durable peace" 

The issue was expressed just this morning in an editorial in our 
conservative newspaper. Of the military rule in Hawaii it commented: 

That such an intolerable situation should develop as a by-product of 
a war for freedom and democratic principles is almost unbelieveable. 
Yet here we have a large population with every vestige of its civil 
rights suspended, without the salutary privilege of being able to criti¬ 
cize, either editorially or from the platform, without the guarantee of 
trial by jury, and with a duly constituted government suspended by 
military authority, 

J Tn defense of such iron-clad rule, it is pointed out that, Hawaii, 
first to be attacked by the Japs, is the one stronghold which must be 
held to forestall an attack on our West Coast, But unless the Roberts 
report on Pearl Harbor was all wrong, it was not a lax civilian govern¬ 
ment but a disgraceful military blunder which was responsible for the 
success o£ the attack. 

The American people must keep on the alert for such a situation 
as now presents itself in Hawaii, not only out of sympathy for the 
thousands of loyal citizens who are unwilling victims of such stupidity, 
but also as an indication of the sort of thing that we must avoid in 
this^ country. Truly eternal vigilence is the price of liberty/ 

"This is an all-out war affecting civilians as well as military men. 
hut that is no excuse for the surrender of all normal functions to those 
unsuited and untrained for it/' 

We must think clearly of our failure since the first World War to 
pay the price of peace by joining the League of Nations and giving to 
it our most creative thinking and adventurous action? by encouraging 
the development of democratic ideals everywhere, especially in the many 
neglected areas of our own national life; by removing the insults we 
have daily heaped upon half the population of the world since 1924 in 
refusing to all Orientals the privilege of possible citizenship in our 
fair land. As in 1943 we send our precious youth, our equipment and 
our money to the ends of the earth to win the four freedoms/ 1 we 
must be more than ever on the alert not to lose these freedoms here 
nor to fail to take the absolutely necessary steps in achieving a just 
and durable peace here and throughout the world. 

To this end we are organizing student groups in the university 
and church groups throughout the Presbytery to read and discuss the 
material which has been written on a just and durable peace so that 
they may reach intelligent conclusions as to what loval Christian 
citizens should do in the present situation. 









In the university the year has been marked by the coming of our 
new Chancellor, Dr. William Pearson Tolly, who has taken a deep 
and active interest in the work of Hendricks Chapel, Our entire pro¬ 
gram has been enriched by the coming of Chancellor Tolly, especially 
is this true of our program of international understanding and friend¬ 
ship among the students from other countries. Furthermore, each one 
of these guest students was in a Syracuse home for Thanksgiving 
dinner. 

It has been my privilege to work not only with the Presbyterian 
students in the University and with those from abroad, but also with 
the Worship Committee of Hendricks Chapel. The weekly meeting 
of the Committee have averaged an attendance of twenty students who 
are seriously concerned with the planning of the daily chapel services. 
In these services there is a new note of seriousness and a greatly in¬ 
creased attendance as together we seek the vision, poise and strength 
to live in the spirit of Jesus during these terrible times. 

The privilege of counseling students as they face their chaotic world 
has seemed greater than ever before. It is impossible to advise — no 
one is wise enough—but it is a high privilege to be able to help each 
one think through his problems in the light of the teachings and spirit 
of Jesus. 

This has been a great year to be chairman of the Foreign Missions 
Committee of the Presbytery of Syracuse and of the Synod of New 
York which includes twenty other Presbyteries. The global war has 
made it easier for men and women to realize the necessity of global 
thinking and planning in Christianity. We are, therefore, arranging 
for three sectional conferences in January so that men and women in 
the state who are most deeply concerned with our total missionary 
challenge can easily meet and do far more cooperative, comprehensive 
and creative planning Eor missionary education and action. 

As the Presbyterian university pastor, representing my denomina¬ 
tion at this institution, it has been a great joy to act as moderator of the 
Presbytery of Syracuse since April. This has given a chance to be 
at the very heart of a great denomination in this area, to preside at the 
installation of four new pastors and at many other meetings of Pres¬ 
bytery, to participate in very hopeful conversations with Bishop 
Peabody of the Episcopal Diocese of Central New York about points 
of possible cooperation between our two churches, and to share in 
progressive developments within the Presbytery. One of these is a 
new, united program of Christian Education which will bring together 
each month for the next four months carefully selected men, women 
and young people from each church to study seriously and so become 
able to take active leadership among all the churches in the areas of: 
leadership education, especially in the Church School: Adult Work 
with emphasis on the Christian home and on Stewardship; Youth Work, 
including recruiting for Christian service; Social Education and Action, 
and Missionary Education and Action. So much interest has already 
been shown in this project that it gives real promise of training the 
best type of leadership for truly creative activities in the church. 

This letter is longer than I had intended, for the year has been full 
and rich. Would that I could make it a more personal message to each 
one of you! I value your friendship more than ever and trust that the 
New Year may bring rich blessings to you and new hope to the world.
